I was greatly delighted when I read 
Janet Maslin’s article on Lawrence of 
Arabia in the Arts section of the March 
19 B.A.D. My life, like hers, has been 
changed by Lawrence. I have seen the 
film thirteen times, I have read countless 
books by and about T.E. Lawrence, and 
each year on August 16, his birthday, I 
throw flowers in the Atlantic Ocean 
(since the Gulf of Akaba isn’t handy). 
Some of your readers may remember the 
ads I placed in the classified section of 
B.A.D. two years ago to locate others 
interested in preserving the uncut 
Lawrence: I am always excited when I 
learn of the existence of another 
Lawrence devotee. 

Ms. Maslin mourns in her excellent 
article that there are no uncut prints of 
Lawrence still in existence. This is not 
true. Last year ABC-TV gave air time to 
the uncut Lawrence, and shortly before 
this, the uncut version played in a theater 
in Toronto, Canada. 

I do not know what Ms. Maslin means 
by saying Lawrence isn’t “really ... very 
good.”’ Perhaps Ms. Maslin means that 
“good” is too small a word to describe 
such a film. Lawrence excels.in 
screenplay, directing, acting, technical 
production: it is virtually without flaw. 
Lawrence is both inspired and inspiring, 
and it is heartbreaking beyond words. It 
is, I believe, the greatest cinematic 
achievement of recent times.

Evening College Slipping 


I am one of 800 students enrolled in the 
Evening Undergraduate Program at 
Boston State College. This is a program 
which services the working community 
and others who for some reason can not 
attend a day program. It is the_only 
program of its kind available in Boston 
and the surrounding area. 

The evening college is in the process of 
being quietly “phased” out. Students 


already in the program may continue 
under the same conditions under which 
they enrolled. BSC is a state operated 
school and should provide services, as it 
has in the past, for any tax paying person. 
However, it will no longer continue to do 
so as of September, 1974. 

I think that the evening college should 
continue to provide an education not only 
for those in the program now, but for 
anyone who may wish to attend in the 
future. 

Under the “new program”’ tuition will 
be increased, courses available now will 
be discontinued, and full time faculty 
will be replaced by part time instructors. 

It is very important to the 800 students 
now enrolled in the BSC evening college 
and to the Boston community as a whole, 
for this program to continue.

Revolutionary Equality ? 


The Spartacist League/ Revolutionary 
Communist Youth sees the attempt to 
exclude communist men from a march on 
International Women’s Day as contrary 
to the goals of women’s liberation. The 
origins of International Women’s Day, as 
Karen Lindsey admits (in her March 19 
article, “‘Men Butt In on International 
Women’s Day’’) lie not in an 
“independent” women’s movement, but 
rather in the socialist and working class 
movements in which women’s liberation 
was linked to the struggle against 
capitalist oppression. The end of 
women’s oppression can only come about 
by completely abolishing the material 
conditions created by and necessary to 
the capitalist system: entrapment in the 
family, severe unemployment, 
segregation into low-paying jobs, and 
discriminatory wage scales, A movement 
which does not link up to the class 
struggle is destined to defeat. 

Lindsey, instead of recognizing the 
need for a unified struggle of men and 
women against all oppression, implies 
that men are the enemy, “butting in” on 
a women’s march.-In this way she 
justifies our being forced to the end of the 
march and the attempt to tear our 
banner reading ‘Free Quality Health 


Care for All; Free Abortion on Demand,” -. 


(Pictured in Phoenix, 3/19, p. 12). 
Enemies are defined not by their sex, but 
by their class interests; men who are 
committed to a program whose goal is the 
ending of women’s oppression can and do 
play a legitimate role in the struggle. 
Lindsey goes on to lament that 
“feminism itself was obscured” and that 
the SL/RCY was ‘‘challenging the 
independent women’s movement.’’ We 
plead guilty to the charge; feminism as 
an ideology of uniting all women without 
a revolutionary strategy does not pose 
any solution to the oppression of women 
either as a sex or as members of the 
working class. Lacking any political 
program other than “sisterhood,” the 
feminist movement has suffered a demise 
as reflected in the recent liquidation of 
Boston Female Liberation. From the 
inception of the women’s liberation 
movement the SL has consistently 


pointed out that the struggle against 
women’s oppression can be waged only 


with the mobilized strength of the labor - 


movement behind it. 


Finally, Lindsey resorts to derogatory 
remarks when she refers to female 
comrades as “womenfolk” of Spartacist 
men. She accepts the male chauvinist 
assumptions of the New Left — that 
women cannot be other than subordinate 
to men (“a ladies’ auxiliary of the male 
left’) and that politics is a male domain. 
In a revolution (which the SL/RCY is 
building) women function as equal 
comrades and leaders in all political 
arenas to fight for the liberation of 
women and the entire human race.

Views on Feminist Fight 


I have just finished reading “‘Men Butt 
in on Women’s Day,” Karen Lindsey’s 
account of International Women’s Day 
(Phoenix, March 19) in which she saw fit 
to describe its impact only in terms of her 
“anxiety” over the presence of a handful 
of men and the fact that women spoke 
representing groups such as the Pewter 
Pot Waitresses, The Cambridge Tenants 
Organizing Committee, The American 
Indian Movement and the Farmworkers. 
I feel that a response from one of the 
sources of her irritation is appropriate. 

I came to the forum and march after 
getting the impression from several 
people that men were not to be excluded. 
As I got to the steps of the church I 
halfway expected to be asked not to come 
in, but I fought back my anticipated 
intimidation by reminding myself that 
the struggle against sexual oppression is 
not just a contradiction between men and 
women but against decadent social and 
sexual roles that we all grew up with and 
face daily. I could not feel as if I was 
“butting in on” a battle. that conscious 
men and women confront constantly on 
their jobs and in their personal lives, a 
battle which is not the protected domain 
of women alone. 

But there was more that threatened 
Ms. Lindsey’s preconception of what 
Women’s Day should have been. She 
expresses her discomfort because women 
spoke representing groups which carry on 
the struggle of women as a strong but 
integral part of the movement of all 
working people. She was relieved at one 
point by a statement which cited the 
need for unity “‘across class lines.” 

The diseases of sexism as well as 
racism and class exploitation do not 
compete for their stranglehold on the 
American working man and woman, but 
rather complement each other very 
effectively. To isolate the cause of 
feminism as a condition to be confronted 
only by women and by “crossing class 
lines” is to pretend that the oppression 
fought by the woman on an assembly 
line, or the waitress and the professional 
woman are two dimensions of the same 
problem, thus denying the class structure 
of America. 


There is a time for women to meet and 
develop strength and an understanding of 
themselves: as women, without having 
men around. But there must also be 
a point beyond which our battles against 
the many forms of this society’s brutality 
move forward from person combat for 
individual social and emotional health. 

The problem of women’s oppression is 
but one product of a vicious and divisive 
economic system. It is a system which 
depends on sexual exploitation, just as it 
feeds on ethnic hatreds and racial 
domination to prevent its greatest threat 
—an angry and united working class. 

Most of the men who came to 
International Woman’s Day were not 
from the Spartacist League as Lindsey 
suggested. I’m not sure what Ms. Lindsey 
thought we were there for but it was not 
to disrupt or divide. We came because 
the burial of sexual chains and the 
struggle against all forms of capitalist 
degradation can only move forward if we 
are able to learn from each other’s 
criticism and fight together as brothers 
and sisters.

How Boston Voters Lost Their Referendum

Last week, everyone was 
saying, was the week that the 
voters of Boston would finally be 
able to cast a vote that would 
affect their future. The parents 
of Boston school children would 
be given the chance to go to the 
polls and choose the manner in 
which the city’s schools will be 
run. If they wanted to take 
educational policy out of the 
hands of hack politicians, they 
had the power to do it.

it. Everyone, instead, was 
covering up, flinging charges, or 
hiding out — making the 
controversy just that much more 
difficult to fathom. 

Basically, all that really had 
happened was the State 
Supreme Court’s ruling that a 
special referendum scheduled 
for Tuesday, April 2, to pick one 
of four reform proposals for the 
city’s schools be blocked until an

Sen. Joseph Timilty: The Man Who Spotted the Error 


Ah, but at week’s end, the 
voters had been deprived, at 
least temporarily, of that 
opportunity, the chance for 
school reform was delayed at 
best and crippled at worst, and 
the situation could not have 
been more confused. 

It was a monumental screw- 
up that, perhaps, was best 
described by Mayor Kevin 
White during his April Fools 
Day news conference. Slightly 
irritated by reporters’ attempts 
to blame him and his aides for 
the mess, White said, “Your 
questions suggest we are guilty 
of laxity, negligence, and 
idiocy.” 

His chief political foe, Senator 
Joe Timilty, meanwhile, was 
suggesting loudly that perhaps 
deceit should be added to that 
list of vices and his aides were 
openly enthusiastic about the 
political benefits that Timilty 
was reaping over the mayor’s 
embarrassment. But when we 
speak of * ‘laxity, negligence, and 
idiocy,” we should remember, in 
fairness, that Timilty had 
supported and voted for a bill he 
never read or, as it turned out, 
agreed with. 

There’s plenty of blame to go 
around, but no one was willing 


error — apparently innocent — 
in the wording of the bill 
creating the election be 
corrected 


The ironic thing, though, is 
that if the mistake had not been 
brought to Senator Timilty’s 
attention, the election would 
have been held, reform plan II 
would probably have won easily, 
and the question raised by 
Timilty’s court suit would have 
been moot. 

And Timilty would never have 
known if he hadn’t gotten a call 
the Thursday before the election 
from Boston Globe education 
reporter James Worsham, who 
told him he had learned that all 
four school reform plans on the 
ballot would have the effect of 
removing the_ school 
committee’s limited fiscal 
autonomy. 

“My God, that’s impossible,” 
a Timilty aide said. “We've 
been saying at all the 
community meetings that our 
plan retains fiscal autonomy. 
There was an amendment to 
that effect.” 


There was, indeed, an 
amendment — with an emphasis 
on the was. The amendment 
vanished somewhere during its 
short trip from City Hall up 


incident. 

Last September 17 the City 
Council passed a home rule 
petition to place the four school 
reform plans on the ballot. The 
petition included an 
amendment offered by 
Councilor Joseph Tierney 
stating that if any of the four 
plans won, the school 
committee’s budget-setting 
power would be transferred to 
the City Council and the mayor. 
(It should be understood, 
perhaps, that this was the 
original and real intent of the 
council and mayor.) White 
signed the bill and sent it on up 
to the State House. 

But, on Sept. 25, the council 
received a letter signed by Sen. 
Timilty and 14 other members 
of the Boston legislative 
delegation asking that budget- 
making powers be restored to 
the school committee in plans I, 
II, and IV. (Plan III abolishes 
the school committee.) 

It should be noted here, 
though, that not all those who 
signed that letter favor fiscal 
autonomy for the school 
committee. Some, like Rep. 
Barney Frank who supports 
Plan III, merely signed it 
because they didn’t think the 


original petition’ could get’ 
through the legislature (and 
under normal circumstances 
they would be right). | 

The Council Amendment 

At any rate, it is a matter of 
record that the council passed 
an amendment restoring fiscal 
autonomy on October 1 and the 
mayor signed it Oct. 2. 

And it is also a matter of 
record that the amendment (a 
simple, one page order to 
Corporation Counsel Herbert 
Gleason to see that the original 
Tierney amendment was deleted 
from the petition) was never 
filed in either the House Clerk or 
Senate Clerk’s office at the 
State House. 

So what happened to it? 
Here, things get a little vague. In 
a press release, Mayor White 
said that his educational 
advisor, Robert Schwartz, 
‘“‘hand delivered’’ the 
amendment to Sen. Arthur 
Lewis, Local Affairs Committee 
Chairman. 

Later, though, Schwartz said 
that no, that wasn’t quite true. 
He said he gave the amendment 
to Jack Slater, one of the city’s 
two State House lobbyists. And 
Herb Gleason said, “Slater’s 
memory is that he gave it to Sen. 
Lewis.” 

A categorical statement, thus, 
became slightly qualified. 

But Schwartz said that Sen. 
Lewis must have received the 
amendment because he sat 
down with him a couple of days 
later and went over the oe 
with him, “line by line,” 
make sure Lewis 
where the deletions were to be 
made. 

There is nothing qualified, 
however, about Lewis’ reaction 
to all this. “Not only did I not 
receive the amendment from 
Slater,”’ Lewis said, “‘but I have 
never received a bill or an 
amendment of any kind from 
Jack Slater. That’s simply not 
the procedure.” 

Lewis is afraid the mayor’s 
office is trying to make a 
scapegoat out of him, he says, 
and he’s having none of it. 
Didn’t he sit down with Bob 
Schwartz and go over the bill, 
line by line? 

“T have never sat down with 
Bob Schwartz and done 
anything,” Lewis said. “I don’t 
even know what Bob Schwartz 
looks like. I may have met him, I 
don’t know. There were a lot of 
the mayor’s people around here 
pushing to get the bill out of 
committee, but I wouldn’t know 
Bob Schwartz if he walked in my 
office right now.” 

All right. Somebody is, well, 
kidding us a little. 

In fact, it would seem that the 
correct might be for 
Slater to have handed the 
amendment to Lewis or some 
other legislator, since only a 
legislator can file such a bill. 

What does Slater have to say 
about all this? That’s a good 
question, but he did such a good 
job last week of avoiding 
reporters that many concluded 
he must have left town. 

This reporter, however, 
spotted Slater walking into a 
State House office and 
approached him, saying I 
wanted to discuss the school 
reform controversy and the fate 
of the missing amendment. 

“What do you want me to 
say?” Slater responded. “‘It’s all 
been decided by the courts. 
There’s no election.” 

“Well, Sen. Lewis says you 
never gave him the amendment 
and Herb Gleason says you did. 
What do you say?” 

“T don’t want to fight with 
these guys,” Slater said, while 
edging away from me. “I’ve got 
to deal with them every day.” ©

Everybody 


For those who are confused by 
the screw-up that resulted last 
week in the postponement of 
Boston’s school reform election, 
here, according to one source or 
another, is a partial list of those 
who are to blame: 

Kevin White — Sen. Joe 
Timilty says the mayor was at 
fault for not getting the now

notorious amendment to the 
home rule petition up to the 
State House. 

Joe Timilty — The mayor says 
Timilty is guilty of 
“‘monumental stupidity’ for 
supporting and pushing a bill 
through the Legislature without 
reading it. 

The Legislature — Barney 
Frank says all members of the 
Legislature share a “collective 
blame” for passing a bill without 
reading it. 

Jack Slater — Sen. Arthur 
Lewis says the city’s lobbyist 
never gave the amendment to 
him, insinuating that Slater 
must have lost it. 

Arthur Lewis — Slater isn’t 
talking, but the mayor’s office 
says Slater gave the amendment 
to Lewis and he must have lost 


it. 

Herb Gleason — Some say the 
mayor’s lawyer is at fault for not 
telling anyone that the 
amendment wasn’t included in 
the final bill. 

The City Council — For passing 
an impossibly complex school 
referendum proposal and then 
amending it later, the council 
started the whole mess. 

Frank Sargent — For signing 
the home rule petition after 
being informed that it did not 
contain the amendment and 
thus, according to the court’s 
opinion at least, did not reflect 
the intent of the mayor and 
council. 

Judge Edward Hennessy — For 
bringing the crisis to a head by 
ordering the election postponed. 
There must have been an easier 
way. 

The School Committee — For 
forcing the issue by being so 
impossibly incompetent. 

The Voter — Probably the most 
culpable of all is the Boston 
voter, for being so incredibly 
naive as to think all the rest of 
them were really going to let him 
go to the polls and put five 
political hacks out of business. 
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IMPEACHMENT MEETING 


Asserting that impeachment 
must be “taken out of the 
briefcases of the lawyers and put 
into the hands of the people,” a 
coalition of Boston area activists 
will hold a “Town Meeting on 
Impeachment” on April 8, at 
7:30 p.m. at MIT’s Kresge 
Auditorium, 84 Mass. Ave., 
Cambridge. 

“Unless the issues underlying 
our present political crisis are 
openly discussed and acted 
upon, the country will be ripe for 
new Watergates, new Vietnam 
Wars, new energy crises — and 
new tyrannical! Presidents,”’ says 
the New England Committee for 
Impeachment Action (NECIA). 

According to its organizers, 
the Town Meeting will be 
addressed by several speakers on 
issues of presidential power, 


' foreign policy, the causes of the 


economic crisis, and the 
domestic victims of the Nixon 
Administration. In addition, 
citizens will be invited to testify 
from the floor about the effects 
of Nixon policies on their lives. 

Jayne Shister, NECIA 
member, said that the 
proceedings of the Town 
Meeting, including all 
comments from the floor, will be 
tape recorded and sent to the 
House Judiciary Committee as 
“citizens’ cvidence” against 
Richard Nixon. “And there 
won’t be any gaps or hums on 
our tape,” she added. 

Speakers for the Town 
Meeting will include Dr. George 
Wald, Richard J. Barnet, co- 
director of the Institute for 
Policy Studies in Washington, 
D.C., and Hubert Jones, 
Associate Professor of Urban 
Planning at MIT and chairman 
of the Massachusetts Advocacy 
Center. 

The New England Committee 
for Impeachment Action 
represents a number of political 
organizations, including the 
MIT Peace Coalition, Citizens 
for Participation in Political 
Action, Indochina Peace 
Campaign, and the Union for 
Radical Political Economics.

RIGHT TO BAN COMMUNES 


The United States Supreme 
Court has ruled that local 
governments have the right to 
use zoning laws to ban 
communes. 

In a case involving six Long 
Island, New York college 
students, the High Court 
reversed two lower court 
decisions by ruling that a city 
does have the right to pass 
zoning ordinances based on 
“Family Values.”’ The majority 
opinion in the 7 to 2 ruling was 
written by the Court’s most 
liberal member, Justice William 
O. Douglas. 

In a strong dissenting opinion, 
Justice Thurgood Marshall 
charged that the majority was 
attempting to “regulate the way 
people choose to associate with 
each other in the privacy of their 
own homes.” 

The ruling is expected to 
trigger a rash of new anti-

Ike Turner of Ike and Tina 
Turner fame has been busted on 
phone phreaking charges. 

Ike and three others were 
arrested this week after a 
municipal court issued a 
warrant, charging the four with 
using fraudulent means to cheat 
the phone company.

Boxes” at the Bolic Sound 
Recording Studio in Inglewood, 
California, to make free long- 
distance calls. Blue Boxes are 
devices that emit tones into a 
telephone mouthpiece which 
causes the call to automatically 
bypass the phone company’s 
computerized billing 
equipment.

A Los Angeles judge has come 
up with a new treatment for 
pickpockets. 

Superior Court Judge Richard 
Hayden announced the idea in 
sentencing Joe Euell, a man who 
has already spent 19 of his 46 
years behind bars on 
pickpocketing charges. Judge 
Hayden had decided that 
imprisonment obviously had not 
stopped Joe from slipping his

hands into other people’s 
pockets the minute he stepped 
outside the walls of the prison. 
So the Judge, instead of 
sending Joe to prison for five 
years, sentenced him to just one 
year in the county jail. He 
added, however, that when Joe 
gets out, he’s going to have to 
buy himself a pair of mittens. 
Judge Hayden ordered that Joe, 
during his next five years out of 
jail, must always wear his 
mittens when he is out in public 
— making it a bit more difficult 
for Joe to sneak off with a wallet. 


MILITARY IN-FIGHTING 


The U.S. Comptroller- 
General has ruled that President 
Nixon’s top aide, General 
Alexander Haig, retired from the 
Army illegally and has been 
collecting too much retirement 


According to Comptroller- 
General Elmer Staats, it was 
illegal for General Haig to 
accept his appointment as 
Nixon’s Chief of Staff last May 
while delaying his retirement 
from the Army until July. 
General Haig had intentionally 
delayed his retirement so that he 
could become a four-star general 
and pick up higher retirement 


pay. 

Staats has told the Defense 
Department that Haig’s 
retirement pay should be 
reduced by $3000 per year — and 
that he owes the Government 
about $10,000 in overpayments 
already made.

The March 5 Phoenix 
reported a burglary at Brandeis 
University in the fall of 1970 in 
which two FBI agents allegedly 
stole cartons of documents from 
the files of the National Strike 
Information Center, which were 
then stored in the office of two 
Brandeis sociology professors. 
Former FBI agent George 
Kennedy, who was then 
assistant director of security at 
Brandeis, told the Phoenix he.

They come from the south — 
men, women and children from 
exotic climes like Brooklyn, 
Woodmere, Great Neck, 
Teaneck and Rye — pursuing 
great dreams at great 
institutions. And who, indeed, 
could fault Harvard or Boston 
University or Arthur D. Little 
and Company. Life in Boston, 
for those uprooted from the 
greater metropolitan area of 
New York City, is good. 

But, late at night, in that 
restless time between 
wakefullness and sleep, wh 
hunger and the fleetin, 
memories of youth mesh, a 
vague but insistent disquiet 
begins to emerge.

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Politics and Prisoners 
Atthe Attica Trial

“Forty-three citizens of New York 
State died at Attica Correctional Facility 
between September 9 and 13, 1971. 
Thirty-nine of that number were killed 
and more than 80 others were wounded 
by gunfire during the 15 minutes it took 
the State Police to retake the prison on 
September 13. With the exception of the 
Indian massacres in the late 19th 
century, the State Police assault which 
ended the four-day prison uprising was 
the bloodiest one-day encounter between 
Americans since the Civil War.”’ 


The Official Report of the 
New York State Special 
Commission on Attica, 1972. 


Attica did not end on September 13, 
1971. In late December, 1972, just before 
Christmas, a number of ex-cons out on 
parole or done with their time were 
literally yanked from their beds in the 
dead of night and brought to jail. At 
about the same time, several prisoners 
still incarcerated were hastily transferred 
from one correctional facility to another 
in preparation for an upcoming 
arraignment in February. All in all, 59 
men had been indicted by a special state 
grand jury for crimes ranging from 
sodomy and promoting prison 
contraband to kidnap and murder, the 
charges stemming from the rebellion at 
Attica. On September 1 of the following 
year and then again on November 8, 
there were more indictments, bringing 
the number of defendants to 61. 


The half of the indictees who were no 
longer prisoners were subsequently 
released on relatively low bails and have 
since dispersed throughout the state. 
One man has died in a bank robbery 
attempt, one has been busted on minor 
traffic violations and faces a possible 5- 
year sentence for violating parole, three 
have become fugitives and the rest, with 
varying degrees of equanimity, anxiety 
and anger, are awaiting trial. Many of 
those in jail were for several months 
confined to isolation cells and some 
reported they were beaten and gassed. 


At the end of this month, on April 29, 
their courtroom dates are due to be 
assigned. The trials are expected to start 
next September and to last perhaps as 
long as six years. < 

These trials, though they have not 
made the news yet with anything like the 
insistence of the rebellion, mean a lot to a 
lot, of people. To officials both local and 
national, they mean the chance to 
capitalize once again on Attica and its 
implications — roughly translated, the 
issue of law ’n order vs. liberalism — and 
particularly for Nelson Rockefeller, 
former Governor of New York, the chance 
to vindicate his role in the massacre 
before he runs for President. To the state 
of New York, they mean a prosecution of 
historical proportions, with the largest 
number of defendants, the greatest 
expenditure of money and resources and 
the most Byzantine interplay of 
bureaucracies in memory. To the defense 
staff and its supporters, the trials mean 
an equally exhaustive and expensive 
search of the available evidence and an 
overwhelmingly time-consuming fund- 
raising and consciousness-raising 
campaign. To the 60 Attica Brothers, 
facing collectively over 60,000 years in 
jail, they mean another go-round with the 
criminal justice system which many of 
them hold responsible for Attica in the 
first place.

Erie County Sheriff Mike Amico has 
made his reputation as a tough law ’n 
order man during his five years’ tenure in 
his present position and at his previous 
posts as director of the narc squad and 
the organized crime division. As the man 
responsible for security during the Attica 
trials, Amico stands to gain a good deal of 
publicity and prestige come September, 
which cannot but help him if he chooses 


to run for higher office. He protests that 
he has no political aspirations — “I just 
want to be the best sheriff Erie County 
ever had” — but the word around town is 
that he’s eying the County Executive seat 
currently held by Edward Regan. 

Even now, he has begun to take his 
duties with respect to Attica very 
seriously. In an extraordinary burst of 
braggadacio during an interview with the 
Phoenix, he admitted that he had 
undercover agents closely associated with 
the Attica “people themselves, their 
followers and supporters.” 

“Our system of intelligence isn’t telling 
us at this time that there’s going to be 
any wild trouble,” he explained, but he is 
worried nonetheless that “subversive 
elements” might “use this as an excuse to 
overthrow the American system of 
government.” 

On learning of the informers, the 
Attica Brothers Legal Defense team 
promptly filed an affidavit with the state 
Supreme Court describing Amico’s 
acknowledgement, and attempted to 
argue that the surveillance could 
undermine their defense. Amico filed his 
own affidavit in response confirming 
that, yes, he did have informers, but that 
they went only to “open” meetings. 
Virtually all the defense meetings could 
be described as “open,” but Supreme 
Court Justice James Moore, one of two 
judges who will be overseeing the Attica 
trials, refused to grant a hearing on the 
issue. The surveillance, like an earlier 
charge of wiretapping, still may be 
grounds for an appeal if there are 
convictions. 

Just as much to Amico’s advantage as 
the political capital he reaps from such 
maneuvers is the patronage that Attica is 
allowing him to dispense. Amico has been 
given leave to hire 10 new deputies 


’ exclusively for Attica security, at salaries 


totalling $95,020 with an additional 
$33,257 for employee benefits. The total 
Erie County budget slated for Attica is a 
resounding $250,0)0, all to be 
administered by Edward Regan. 

Attica, certainly, has become big 
business for Erie County, and, in fact, for 
the state as a whole. This year New York 
hired 10 assistant attorney generals, two 
special investigators, four stenographers 
and two clerks especially for Attica- 
related work, according to figures 
compiled from official records by Arthur 
Eve, a black state Assemblyman who was 
an observer at Attica during the rebellion 
and is now committed to defending the 
Brothers. For fiscal 1974-1975, the need is 
projected for 12 assistant attorney 
generals, 20 special investigators and six 
clerical workers, all employed at salaries 
ranging from $15,000 to $40,000 per year. 
Eve estimates that the total cost of Attica 
over the six years of the trials may go as 
high as $15 to $20 million, not including 
the state’s obligation to pay the expenses 
of the defense. 

Despite the enormity of the sum, and 
the fact that it represents to politicians 
more significant than Amico or Regan a 
veritable harvest of political plums, the 
large majority of New York State office- 
seekers have so far been silent about 
Attica, except for a few liberals speaking 
out briefly on behalf of the defendants. 
Two Democratic gubernatorial 
candidates, Ogden Reid, a Congressman 
from affluent Westchester who not too 
long ago switched his party affiliation, 
and Howard (‘‘Howie the Horse’’) 
Samuels, the former state head of N.Y. 
City Off-Track Betting, both last month 
supported the Attica Brothers’ plea for 
funds from the state to pay for the cost of 
the defense, and a rash of state legislators 
followed suit. Not to be outdone, 
Republican Governor Malcolm Wilson 
agreed, but with the caveat that the $2.68 
million the defense was asking seemed 
high. 

(In fact, with the massive interviewing 
of over 4000 witnesses and cross-checking 
of all available evidence still before them, 
and the need to pay the 50 odd lawyers 
working on the cases, the defense’s 
request actually seems conservative.

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Computerizing Police Records Cambridge

The Cambridge Police 
Department is seeking nearly 
$150,000 in federal funds to 
computerize police records on 
thousands of Cambridge citizens 
with little apparent regard for 
civil liberties or persona 
privacy. j 

A copy of the department's 
application for the so-called 
ALERT (Automated Law 
Enforcement Retrieval System) 
program obtained by the 
Phoenix expresses the intent to 
computerize: 

1) All arrests in 
Cambridge, regardless of the 
ultimate outcome of a case. 

2)All complaints called 
into police, regardless of 
justification or result. 


3)Names and police 
profiles of juvenile offenders. 

4)Records of all crimes 
classified by race and sex of 
“offenders”’.. 

The proposal calls for all such 
information to be assembled, via 
computer, into a ‘“‘offender 
master report”. This, in the 
language of the application, 
would ‘‘indicate such 
information as name, alias, 
complete physical description, 
fingerprint classification, ID 
numbers and criminal history.” 

The application, ostensibly 
motivated by a desire to increase 
police efficiency, cites as a major 
reason for computerization the 
“increased demand for police- 
related information from both 


the public and private sector” 
(emphasis added) — leading 
state officials to believe it would 
permit access to police files by 
employers, credit bureaus and 
banks, who have frequently 
cited a need for it. 

The request for the funds from 
the federal Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration 
(LEAA) appears to run counter 
to the Massachusetts law 
governing privacy and criminal 
records (Ch. 805, 1972). That 
law — which has attracted 
nationwide attention for 
blocking access to police files by 
private agencies — has 
prompted Gov. Francis Sargent 
to halt the state’s participation 
in an FBI computer crime file, 


the National Crime Information 
Center, on grounds that federal 
safeguards were less strict than 
Massachusetts’. 

The Cambridge police 
request, in the view of one 
Sargent aide, would open the 
very same kind of loopholes the 
state has been trying to force 
closed in the federal system. The 
Sargent aide notes that an 
ALERT system in Kansas City, 
established by FBI Director 
Clarence Kelley when he was 
police chief there, was revealed 
to contain not only crime records 
but political intelligence data 
and even records on political 
candidates and officials. 

Calls by the Phoenix to the 
police chief’s and the city 


manager’s office, both of whom 
have approved the application, 
were un-returned. 

The Cambridge Police Dept., 
according to officials of the state 
Committee on Criminal Justice 
(which must approve all LEAA 
grants), has persisted in its 
request despite being told in 
February by the committee that 
the project is “not worthwhile” 
and would undermine state 
privacy policies. 

“The proposal is just pregnant 
with the possibility of 
violations,’’ says assistant 
committee director Henry 
Shafran. The criminal justice 
committee will officially rule on 
the Cambridge request at an 
Please turn to page 27. 
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Rent Control: Tool to Protect Neighborhoods

The towering tinted glass 
apartments of the Prudential 
Center are easily seen from the 
old stone buildings on the 
Fenway’s Peterborough Street, a 
few blocks distant. Six-hundred 
dollar penthouses overlooking 
hundred-dollar studios, it might 
be said. You’d hardly associate 
the seeming luxury of the Pru’s 
motel-like Fairfield Tower with 
the eviction notices and rent 
strikes that dramatically struck 
Peterborough Street last week 
virtually on the eve of debate on 
the future of state rent control 
law. Much more than a bus line 
cormects the two, however. In 
the past two years, both have 
found a common protector on 
City Hall’s second floor: the 
Boston Rent Control 
administration. Both have used 
rent board hearings to stall a 
near-doubling of rents and large- 
scale eviction. 


The unlikely link of the 
Fenway and the Fairfield points 
up the broad implications of the 
rent control storm due to engulf 
the state legislature’s Local 
Affairs Committee this 
Wednesday, when it hears 30 
bills, some of which would 
repeal the 1971 law enabling 
municipalities like Boston, 
Brookline, Cambridge and 
Somerville to control rents and 
evictions. 


The common concerns of the 
Pru and Peterborough Street 
dramatize how rent control, in 
its three years of operation, has 
begun to affect much more than 
merely how much rent you pay 
for an apartment. In the view of 
city officials, select tenant 
groups and even some 
businessmen, the side effects of 


rent control will bear strongly on.

the long-term character of 
Boston and environs. What’s 
dryly known as Chapter 842 of 
the Acts of 1971, may translate 
into the difference between life 
and death for long-established 
neighborhoods, and will help 
determine whether anyone 
besides the very rich, the very 


poor and students will find 


housing in the popular, post- 
energy crisis city. 

People like John Grace, 
Boston Rent Control 
Administrator, would have us 
put aside the generally held idea 
that rent control is aimed only 
against the Simon Legree 


landlord intent on bilking- 


students and the poor. 


“Rent control,” says Grace, 
‘“‘*has to be considered the 
cornerstone of the entire 
municipal housing policy 
today.’’ That view is 
substantially shared by the 
Mayor’s office, which has 
backed legislation to extend Ch. 
842 beyond its April, 1975, 
expiration. 


The key to the coming 
controversy of that extension 
will be the judgement of the 
Legislature as to whether a 
“housing emergency” — acute 
shortage — continues to exist as 
declared in 1971. 

John Grace believes it does, 
but, again, not only for its poor 
and students most often 
associated with pro-rent control 
forces. ““There’s a shortage, 
yes,” says Grace. “There’s a 
chronic shortage of habitable 
housing for people of moderate 
income. And they are the middle 
class and working people the 
city needs to be healthy.” 

The People Need 


An official of Boston Housing 
Court agrees. ““The people who 
really need rent control,” he 
says, “are those families with, 
say, a couple of kids, who might 
have $100 a month after rent to 
pay all their bills — food, 
medical, maybe a movie once a 
year. Without rent conrol, 
they’d have only $50 for the 
same things. This inflation is 
raping them.” 

In that light, the Fenway and 
the Pru don’t seem so different. 
Certainly the Fenway provides 
the more obvious drama: elderly 
women and immigrant families 
losing their heat and finding 
eviction notices for the 
inevitable Boston real estate 
motivation: “rehabilitation” 
and a wave of transients forcing 
out long-time residents who 
can’t meet new, higher rents. 
Without Chapter 842, there 
would never have been such a 
confrontation: rent hikes denied 
over the last two years by the 
rent control administration 


would be in effect today.

A tenant association 
provocateur infiltrating the 
ranks of realtors couldn’t have 
provided more embarrassment 
than that evoked by 
Peterborough and Queensbury 
Streets in the Fenway last week. 
Ten days before State House 
hearings on rent control, elderly 
women were on camera 
wondering where they’d go after 
receiving eviction threats in the 
dead of night. Three hundred 
tenants from 34 buildings began 
a rent strike and charged into 
Boston Housing Court with tales 
of heatless apartments and 
massive code violations. The 
Rent Control Administration 
and even the Mayor rushed to 
announce investigations of 
Levron Management Corp. — 
which has refused all comment 
to the press — for apparently 
trying to force evictions without 
regard to rent control 
regulations. 

The dramatic events hardly 
surprised the area residents. 
Last week climaxed a three-year 
battle between Peterborough/ 
Queensbury and Levron (a 
partnership of Norman 

- Levenson and Ronald Simon) in 
the small, incredibly diverse 
neighborhood sandwiched 
between Park Drive and 
Boylston Street, and most 
famous for the 1971 
Peterborough fire that claimed 
seven lives in a building without 
fire escapes. Tree-lined 
Queensbury is the center of the 
once-fashionable neighborhood 
whose history is nostalgically 
recalled by the large numbers of 
elderly who have lived there for 
generations, and watched with 
dismay recent deterioration 
brought on largely by absentee 
landlords catering to transients. 
Not that all the area’s natural 
charm is eroded. Corner stores 
still thrive, the streets are lively 
in the .spring and buds are 
opening on old maples. Recent 
coalitions between the area’s 
elderly and young families have 
raised hopes for a neighborhood 
comeback. A new Star Market 
has encouraged them. 

Perhaps the largest obstacle 
to such hopes over the past three 
years, say tenants, is Levron, 
which took over the 
management of large blocks of 
stone and brick buildings from 
the late Maurice Gordon, 
desirous of a low profile after 
being burned in effigy following 
the Peterborough Street fire. At 
first, Levron promised concern 
for the community. Virginia 
Hurley, director of the Fenway 
Community Center, housed in a 
Seventh Day Adventist Church, 
recalls Levron’s Norman 
Levenson’s first visit to the 
center. “‘He told us he was going 
to upgrade the area and get rid 
of the hippies,” she recalls. 
“That made us suspicious right 
away. We have a lot of young 
people here but they get along 
with the elderly. We’ve got 
people of 36 nationalities around 
here — we all try to get along. 
We asked him for his plans — 
you know, specifics — and he 
just said he was going to 
upgrade.” 

One of Levron’s first acts was 
a request to “upgrade” rents in 
an area where one-bedroom 
apartments already went for 
$180 in some buildings. Tenants 
confronted Levron at a rent 
control hearing. The rent 
administration denied most of 
the requests for increases. , 

Levron’s concern continued 
with the hiring of a consulting 
firm specializing in “relocation” 
— which hardly eased suspicions 
of residents that long-term 
residents were to be evicted in 
favor of high-paying transients. 

“This is a classic example of 
what rent control is supposed to 
stop,” says Ernest Garneaux of 


the Fenway Area Tenants 
Association. ‘‘We get no 
maintenance, only requests for 
more rent. They want to milk 
the buildings dry, then evict 
tenants, put in some new 
carpeting and spray paint, then 
start milking the buildings 
again. They want to turn this 
into the city for singles. We have 
good landlords who haven’t even 
requested rent increases they 
might deserve. But these guys 
(Levron) are the kind of landlord 
that creates rent control.” 

Last August, Levron again 
applied for rent increases and 
were again turned down, with 
the rent board ruling that 
claimed building improvements 
were exaggerated. Shortly 
afterwards Levron apparently 
forfeited control to the Gordon 
estate, which assumed rent 
collection chores. Levron, 
however, returned this month 
under a new name (Copley 
Development Corp.), armed 
with a loan from a New York 
bank. Last week, tenants began 
finding their heat and hot water 
off and eviction notices in their 
mailboxes. Some report landlord 


in Mooradian, Ronnie Bey and Susan Bendikeen. 


Levenson personally delivering 
illegal eviction notices — they 
included no mention of rent 
control guarantees of a hearing 
— late at night. 

“That just terrified the elderly 
here,” says Virginia Hurley. 
“Half of them think that if they 
don’t get out the building’s 
gonna be torched. They 
remember the Peterborough fire. 


The tenants association believes 
that bank money is intended by 
Levron to rehabilitate 
apartments to obtain higher 
rents. Legitimate rehabilitation 
is encouraged by the city and 
rent control regulations — but 
such rehab isn’t supposed to 
commence with a late-night 
knock on the door. 

At week’s end, publicity 


attached to the case had stalled 
evictions, but tenants still 
reported no hot water. And in 
the dingy corridors of 
Peterborough Street, some 
posters had appeared from a 
New Hampshire real estate firm 
offering ‘‘Elderly Housing. 
Immediate Relocation.” 

Said one resident: ‘People 
will make a buck off anything.” 
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The Judge and the Marijuana Smugglers

Courtroom One on the twelfth 
floor of the John McCormack 
Building in Post Office Square is 
one of those creations which give 
the General Services 
Administration a bad name. A 
horrendous box of a room, 
Courtroom One is hardly a 
marble monument; it has more 
the feel of a Brobdingnagian 
squash court, sporadically 
panelled in a functionally 
unattractive blond wood. There 
is nothing breathtaking 01 
impressive about Courtroom 
One, but the judge who presides 
there is just as mighty as one 
who hands down the law from a 
more imposing bench. 

Andrew Caffrey is a fairly 
imposing man, thickly built, 


with rough Irish features and a 
mass of silvery hair. Any casting 
director would make him an 
authority figure — the tough but 
fair cop, the fighting Monsignor, 
perhaps even a judge. When his 
bailiff cries out “God save this 
honorable court!” as the judge 
enters the room, you get the 
feeling that God is listening. 

Last Monday began like any 
other day in court, with the 
calling of the civil rolls. Railroad 
lawyers, corporate lawyers, 
lawyers for private individuals, 
trooped up to the bench to 
confer, to plead, to make 
motions. Judge Caffrey, sitting 
in a leather chair at the side of 
the bench — several steps down 
from his trial-presiding chair — 
listened attentively, asked a few 
questions, and cleared off the 
docket with dispatch, running 
through 10 or 20 pinstriped 
lawyers in half an hour. By 
about 10 a.m., the civil business 
was done. 


Immediately there began a 
scurrying about, as the_ bailiff 
called the criminal roll, then 
rushed out to the hallway to 
order the Federal marshals to 
bring in their prisoners. Two 
young men, one stoutly built, 
well dressed, dark haired, 
perhaps twenty-five or so, the 
other thin, -lanky, long haired, 
blond, and tieless, looking 19 
although actually 33,° were 
marched in by their jailers and 
seated in the first of several 
blond oak benches outside the 
bar. A flock of sad-faced, 
anxious older people followed, 
taking their places in the second 
bench, silent and seemingly 
awestruck by the magnitude of 
the place. The clerk called the 
case of U.S. v. Honnoues, and 
the criminal docket began. 

A thin young man arose before 
the bench and began to address 
the judge. He was, it evolved, 
the prosecutor. His message was 
simple. ‘‘With respect to 
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defendant Davey, the 
Government recommends... jail. 
With respect to defendant 
Honnoues, the Government 
recommends... jail.’’ Short, 
terse, and bitter, just like a good 
D.A. It is now an accepted canon 
of American jurisprudence that 
a defendant who demands a jury 
trial — his constitutional right 
— and is found guilty, must be 
amply punished for putting the 
government through its paces 
rather than plea bargaining at 
the outset. Arthur Davey, with 
no prior criminal record before 
his arrest in Jamaica for a 
marijuana charge directly 
connected with the one for 
which he was to be sentenced 
last Monday, and Jeffrey 
Honnoues, who had once been 
fined $100 in Canada when 
traces of cocaine were found on 
his clothing, might have gotten 
suspended sentences or short 
time if they had bargained 
early enough. 
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Government was in no mood to 
be friendly. A good prosecutor 
has to be a tough ass when 
sentencing time comes. 

Andrew Caffrey was a very 
good prosecutor before they 
wrapped him in a black robe and 
put him on the bench. On 
Monday, he was wrapping up 
one of the most unusual cases in 
his career, the case of two young 
men accused, tried, and 
convicted of Smuggling tons of 
marijuana — cannabis indica — 
from Jamaica to Maine. In the 
course of three months,. Caffrey 
had heard a defense attorney, 
Thomas Troy, counsel for 
Jeffrey Honnoues, argue that 
the government might have 
planted an agent in his law 
office to spy on the case — and 
that the agent, if indeed he was 
one, was Honnoues’ own brother- 
in-law. The judge had heard a 
Harvard professor explain that 
at least three species of 
marijuana exist — cannabis 
sativa, or common grass, 
cannabis indica, the Jamaican 
grass in question, and cannabis 
uralis, or Russian grass. Defense 
counsel had argued that the 
U.S. Code is specific in 
prohibiting only cannabis 
sativa; and, since in Title 21, 
Section 209, the code makes 
reference to cannabis indica, 
counsel argued, the legislature 
must have had specific intent to 
ban only cannabis sativa. All 
this fine wrangling was heard by 
the judge with the jury absent, 
and dismissed out of hand. The 
jury had found the defendants 
guilty as charged on five counts. 

Sentencing day is a bad day 
for a defense attorney. An 
occasional great trial lawyer, 
like Clarence Darrow, can make 
an appeal to the judge’s sense of 
law, or justice, or common 
humanity, which will result in a 
sentence which almost vitiates a 
guilty verdict. But a person 
could count the great trial 
iawyers in Boston on the fingers 
of one hand and still be free to 
dial a telephone. Last Monday, 
in Andrew Caffrey’s court, the 
court appointed attorney for 
Arthur Davey (the stocky, well- 
dressed defendant), pleaded 
that his client had been a dupe 
in the smuggling conspiracy, 
that his client was hardworking, 
honest, stable, happily married, 
and employed, that his client 
had spent seven excruciating 
months in a Jamaican jail cell 
built in 1660, under inhuman 
conditions, that his client, in 
short, had gone straight, and 
already been punished enough. 
Mr. Davey then argued that he 
had realized the seriousness of 
his crime, that he was sincerely 
repentant, that he had always 
had a clean record heretofore, 
and that he begged the mercy of 
the court. Judge Caffrey 
listened, or seemed to listen, 
sporadically, much of 
his time brushing dandruff from 
the shoulders of his robe or 
fidgeting with the objects on the 
desk before him. 

His attention did not improve 
when Thomas Troy, for Jeffrey 
Honnoues, argued that his 
client, a talented artist and 
poet with a fairly clean record,

The Hughes Connection: Showdown Vegas

(Second of a series. In Part I of 
The Hughes Connection, 
Oglesby traced Hughes’ 
unsuccessful struggle against 
powerful Eastern banking forces 
to maintain possession of what 
was once his airline, TWA. After 
his divestment, he moved to Las 
Vegas and began to rebuild.) 


When he first made 
permanent camp in Las Vegas in 
1966, Hughes appears to have 
had the willing cooperation of 
the syndicate types who created 
and controlled the Strip. Moe 
Dalitz of the infamous Mayfield 
Road mob out of Cleveland, for 
example, sold him his first 
property, the Desert Inn, and 
appears to have given him and 
his Nevada operations chief, 
Robert Maheu, considerable 
assistance in the first years when 
Hughes was still learning how to 
move in the negative fairyland 
of bigtime tourist gambling. On 
balance, the syndicate might 
have seen his presence in Vegas 
as worth the added competition. 
He gave the town and gambling 
itself a patina of legitimacy that 
no doubt made it an easier place 
for Middle Americans to come 
and play at. And anyway, how 
could anybody in Las Vegas 
argue with $486 million cash? 

, Through Maheu and Maheu’s 
ftiend Hank Greenspun, the 
editor of the Las Vegas Sun, 
Hughes was making it clear that 
he saw his inroads into the 
holdings of the syndicate in Las 
Vegas as the right way to fight 
organized crime. Moreover, 
Maheu was making this 
argument in the nation’s capital 
and sweetening it with little 
fortunes in loose change, like the 
$100,000 that the courier 


Richard Danner conveyed to | 


Nixon’s man Bebe Rebozo in 
1969 and 1970. 

The plot thickens before our 
eyes when we remember that 
Nixon himself, from the very 
onset of his political career in 
1942 as the OPA’s rubber- 
rationing man in Florida, has 
been the friend certainly and 
perhaps the man outright of the 
Lansky syndicate. His syndicate 
connections are of course not 
positive. The indications are 
that he was groomed for his 
political role, and that there was 
therefore a sustained effort to 
keep him clean-looking. But 
Rebozo shows direct and 
significant links to the syndicate 
which have been documented 
time and again even in the 
straight media. We think off 
hand of his tie to George 
Smathers, to the Cuban exile 
community, to Al “The Owl” 
Poliz, and of the doings of his 
Key Biscayne Bank as a laundry 
and conduit for syndicate- 
connected funds. And besides 
. Rebozo, other important friends 
and backers of Nixon (for 
example, ‘San Diego’s now 
toppled C. Arnhoit Smith) have 
long been associated with 
syndicate figures and forces on 
the West Coast and along the 
syndicate axis running through 
Orange County to Vegas to 
Miami to the Bahamas to 
numbered accounts in Swiss 
banking houses the likes of 
Vesco’s Investors Overseas Ltd. 


Spending Like Crazy 


So here is Hughes spending 
money like crazy in Washington 
and elsewhere to purchase 
Nixon’s favors in projects that 
bring him into increasingly 
sharper conflict with the Lansky 
syndicate. The simplest way to 
see it is to imagine first that 
Nixon reports to a secret board 
of directors whose individual 
members represent the forces in 
whose behalf he governs the 
country; second, that Hughes 
interests and syndicate interests 


board; and third, that when the 
period of cooperation. between 
Hughes and the syndicate ran 
out, and the two forces began 
moving toward unnegotiable 
conflicts of interest, this posed a 
problem for Nixon which he 
could not possibly ignore. 

The Hughes-syndicate 
conflict came to a head late in 
1970 in an event too tangled to 
be easily laid bare. 
Remembering that the distant 


background is dominated by 


Hughes’ fight with the Yankees 
and that the foreground is 
dominated by his fight with the 
syndicate — two fully 
corporatized forces — we can 
single out the following moves. 
movers, and motives in what | 
think must surely be the 
heaviest business-and-politics 
mystery trip of the century so 
far, the Thanksgiving 1970 coup 
of the Hughes empire. 

1. We have mentioned that 
Hughes’ number one man in 
Vegas was Robert Maheu. 
Maheu had been with Hughes 
since about 1957, but he did not 
go to the top of the power group 
until Hughes went to Vegas and 
made him chief of the Nevada 
operations. The more power 


Hughes acquired in Nevada, the 
more important his Nevada 
operations became in the overall 
empire (whose main capitals 
then were Houston and LA) — 
and the more influential Maheu 
became. From various 
documents that have since come 
to light, it seems that Maheu 
was always sensitive to the 
feelings of the Houston-LA 
power group, the Toolco board of 
directors, about his emergence 
as a power in the empire. He 
appears to have avoided coming 
into conflict with them as long 
as possible. But conflict of some 
kind became unavoidable when. 
in Maheu’s version of what 
happened, Hughes told him to 
take over the TWA case and see 
what could be done with it. 
Litigation around TWA’s 
damages suit of some $14 
million was still in process. 
Hughes was dissatisfied with 
Toolco’s handling of the case. 
and particularly with the chiet 
attorney, Chester Davis. Now he 
wanted new blood and a fresh 
approach. Maheu was nervous 
about taking on the TWA job 
because he knew it would throw 
him into conflict with the 
Houston and LA group. He tried 


for a while to ignore Hughes 
order. Finally he was forced to 
take it up. 


2. Maheu went directly to four 
blue-chip lawfirms in New York. 
Washington, and Los Angeles 
for advice on what Hughes 
should do, if anything could be 
done, to fight back on the TWA 
case. Each firm told him, for a 
fee, the same thing — basically. 
that the first task was to get 
another ballgame going. How 
can you win a ballgame without 
a ballgame to play? And the 
straightforward, time-honored. 
and fairly workable means ot 
doing that was to go to court 
with some new faces and say in 
effect that your side lost before 
because the lawyer failed to 
make the right arguments. If the 
court agreed, the case could be 
reopened. This is the strategy 
that Maheu embarked upon. 


3. In early November 1970. 
Maheu sent a wire to his then 
triend Chester Davis telling him 
that while Maheu had not the 
least intention of removing him 
as Toolco’s chief counsel, and in 


fact did not even imagine that. 


he had the power to do such a 
thing, it nevertheless would be 


necessary for Davis to get off the 
TWA case. How could the 
Hughes side argue for a new 
hearing on the grounds that its 
former lawyer had bungled the 
issues if that same former lawyer 
was still arguing the case? 

4. Davis took unkindly toshis 
move, however, and answered 
his ex-friend Maheu, in strong 
language, that he should stop 
interfering with the TWA case. 
which was nothing to him, and 
stick to the casino business. 

5. Maheu answered back in 
like language and the fight was 
on. 

6. Soon thereafter the Toolco 
board of directors, led by Davis. 
approached Hughes through the 
only people who ever actually 
see him, the so-called Big Five. 
or less politely, the Mormon 
Mafia — Mormon because that’s 
what most of them are and 
because their sergeant, Howard 
Eckersley of Salt Lake City, and 
their recruiter and captain, Bill 
Gay of LA and Toolco, are elders 
of the Mormon church. The 
story given out is that Hughes 
prefers Mormons as his 
combination nurses, secretaries

and bodyguards because they 
don’t smoke or drink and are 
presumably placed above the 
temptations of the flesh by their 
strict religious training. It is not 
so often mentioned that the 
Mormons are an apocalyptic 
sect in this strict sense, that 
they think the world is coming 
to a firey end, maybe soon — 
which adds.a certain poignancy 
to their apparent emergence as 
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an increasingly powerful force in 
national politics. 

Eckersley, who reappears in 
the story at an interesting bend 
a bit further on, on the bidding 
of the Toolco directors and 
Davis, is now supposed to have 
gone inside to Hughes himself. 
the man, with a one-line 
statement which effectively: 
made Davis and his group the 
surpeme trustees of the Hughes 
empire in its entirety, including 
Maheu’s domain, the Nevada 
operations. Eckersley notorized 
and another Mormon witnessed 
Hughes’ signature. The proxy 
was then — so it is said — 
deposited in Ekersley’s bank 
vault in Salt Lake City. 

7. On November 25, 197v., 
precisely four years to the day of 
his coming to Vegas, Hughes 
went or was taken out the back 
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door of the Desert Inn and flown 
off to the syndicate’s Britannica 
Beach Hotel in the Bahamas. 
Maheu did not learn about this 
for several days. The regular 
security guards around Hughes 
spent the whole time staring 
dutifully at the closed-circuit tv 
screens with which they 
monitored what they thought 
were all the ways in and out. 
The word of Hughes’ departure 
came first to Sun editor 
Greenspun from a syndicate 
contact he had kept lubricated 
in the staff of the Desert Inn. 
Greenspun then called the news 
to Maheu. Maheu was 
staggered. He got the sheriff and 
broke down the doors of the 
ninth floor penthouse and found 
it indeed empty. 


8. With a small army ot 
Intertel agents, and with 
Bill Gay of the throne-room 
guard and another Toolco 
director by his side, Davis 
moved dramatically into the 
Hughes casinos and hotels and 
announced that he and his were 
the new management and that 
Maheu was no more.

Hughes, whom Davis claimed 
the November 13 proxy put in 
his corner if not pocket, and 
whom Maheu and Greenspun 
claimed must have been 
kidnapped. The issue was finally 
settled in favor of the Davis- 
Toolco group, mainly because of 
the Eckersley proxy and a phone 
call that Hughes is supposed tu 
have put through to then- 
Governor Paul Laxalt. Laxalt 
said that it was definitely 
Hughes he had talked to on the 
phone, or at least the same fake 
that he had talked to on the 
phone before, and that Hughes 
told him unambiguously that 
Davis was his man and Maheu 
was not. 

In the aftermath, the Hughes 
empire was swiftly and radically 
restructured into the Summa 
Corporation. The moves here 
were of course complicated. But 
what the change amounted to 
was that the Hughes empire had 
finally been transformed into a 
conglomerate of fully modern 
publicly traded corporations 
and was no longer the private 
thing of the eccentric billionaire 
who created them.

Tenants Association was not, 
like its Fenway counterpart, in 
Housing court or headlines last 
week. But the nurses, retirees 
and young couples who pay 
perhaps $350 for two bedrooms 
in the Pru’s Fairfield Tower were 
quietly facing Fenway-style 
spectres. Celia Smiffon, head of 
the Pru’s tenants’ group, cites 
the example of a family in the 
“luxury” buildings currently 
paying $365 for a two-bedroom 
apartment. 

“They have a five-year lease 
that lists what the rent 
escalation was intended to be, 
before rent control,’’ says 
Smiffon. “By 1975 their rent 
would have been $553. And this 
is for an apartment — nothing 
more. People think this is real 
luxury. We don’t have a 
swimming pool or sundeck or 
anything. All we really have is a 
guard and buzzers. People pay 
for the convenience here — and 
mostly what they can afford — 
even ten dollars more would 
really hurt. If they doubled the 
rents, we’d be driven out of the 
city.” 

John Grace, who last summer 
denied request from real estate 
interests to ‘“‘decontrol’’ so- 
called luxury units like the Pru, 


agrees with Smiffon. ‘“There’s 
no doubt that if those people 
had their rents raised, they'd 
have to move. The place could 
be filled tomorrow — at twice 
the rent.” 


On the Waterfront 


Nor is the Pru alone in such 
situations. Twenty tenants on 
Long Wharf, a renovated 
warehouse on the fashionable 
downtown waterfront, have 
fought, since 1971, eviction 
attempts by the building’s 


owner, who hopes to convert the 
modest dwellings to luxury units 
— and double the rents. In one of 
the city’s fastest-growing new 
neighborhoods, Long Wharf is 
virtually the only place offering 
nodest ($145 to $200) rents. 
‘*Everyone’s aware,’ says 
John Grace, “that the private 
market has not worked for a long 
time for the poor. Maybe it 
never did. But only recently has 
it begun to fail for people of 
moderate income.” A recent 
study by the Massachusetts 


Housing Finance Agency 
supports Grace. It reports that 
new housing built in the state is 
beyond the means of 86 percent 
of the population. 

A vice-president at a major 
Boston bank hesitantly agrees 
that the private sector has failed 
the city. ““The party line of the 
business community is to oppose 
any kind of government controls 
like rent control,” he says. “But

Rent Control Hearing

Boston are embroiled in a court - 
battle in which the developer 
claims the local rent 
administration has no control 
over the buildings.

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Kelley’s Mission: The Selling the FBI

My last encounter with the 
FBI was a bit different. It was 
almost a year ago when three 
carloads of agents surrounded 
my home early one Saturday 
morning in order to bust my 
housemate who now awaits trial 
‘on illegally flying food to the 
Indians occupying Wounded 
Knee. Two weeks ago, I tangled 
with a G-Man again. Only this 
time the confrontation was more 
polite. It was with the man who 
‘succeeded William Ruckels- 
haus, who succeeded L. Patrick 
Gray, who succeeded J. Edgar 
Hoover who succeeded himself 
more than any other FBI 
director. Clarence Kelley is his 
name, and to hear him tell it, 
doing right is his game. 

The nation’s top cop was in 
town on a sales mission. He was 
pedalling a 1974 image for that 
newly improved and positively 
uncorruptible Bureau of 
Bureaus. Ostensibly he came for 
a talk to Harvard’s prestigious 
law forum. In fact, his mission 
was somewhat more calculated. 
That was his word, not mine. “It 
was calculated, my coming 
here,” he told a small group of 
professors and students at 
Harvard’s Center for Criminal 
Justice, “You form the core of an 
important group. We are going 
to speak out. We’re not going to 
make excuses...I’m selling — 
«what I want you to do is buy.” 

This particular salesman had 
tried to psych out his audience. 
He had even dressed for the 
event. The stocky former 
Kansas City Police Chief made a 
point of mentioning that he was 
wearing an off white shirt 
undoubtedly a.symbol of a 
change from the days when J. 
Edgar would banish any agent

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caught out of unform. In those 
days the ‘uniform’ included 
regulation haircuts and white 
shirts. 

Clarence Kelley spent an 
afternoon at Harvard for the 
same reason Henry Kissinger 
was in Moscow that very same 
day. The administration's 
policies demand detente — and 
in this case, the Harvard crime 
researchers and opinion makers 
could be useful for Kelley’s 


efforts to remake the Bureau’s . 


image. 

The Harvard Center’s 
Director James Vorenberg 
hosted the hour long chat with 
the university people and 
several local police officials. His 
presence was significant. A 
member of several key 
government crime commissions, 
one of the architects of the Law 
Enforcement Assistance 
Administration (LEAA) and 
now a consultant to Watergate 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski, 
Vorenberg is one of the key 
Law’n order intellectuals. He’s 
the type of rationalizer that the 
Hoovers always distrusted; he’s 
the type of modernizer that the 
Kelleys now must court. And so 
the Harvard Center, itself a 
creation of Foundation grants 
and LEAA backing, welcomed 
the head of the nearest thing we 
have to a national secret police 
force. Somewhat more 
uncomfortably, the Center also 
permitted your news dissector to 
participate although the 
Harvard heavies, and not Kelley 
asked that this particular Q. and 
A. session not be taped. 

Kelly fielded most of the 
questions quite well. The 
informality just did not 
encourage too much persistence. 
He told us that while he is trying 
to open up some of the Bureau’s 


older files to legitimate scholars, 
it is a slow process because the 
identity of informants must be 
insured, he followed that 
response with a rap on why 
imformers are essential to police 
work. A professor agrees but 
points out that informers are one 
thing, agent provocateurs 


facts about Camden and so had 
no comment. As for Gainesville, 
well he couldn’t excuse excesses 
but. “‘what are you going to do in 
the place of” informers? 


I then asked him about ‘“‘Co- 
intell Pro’. Those are the code 
names of a nationwide FBI

another. The Director takes a 
slight exception. The FBI does 
not use agent provocateurs. 
Period. Informers are controlled 
both by the agent “handling 
him” and by a supervisory 
system. ‘“‘You can keep an 
informant in line,” he assures us 
matter of factly. He’s then asked 
about the cases of Camden and 
Gainesville. In the former the 
FBI’s principal informer 
testified that the Bureau 
encouraged him to organize and 
lead raids on a local draft board. 
In the latter, an FBI informer 
was totally discredited by the 
Defense as a provocateur. The 
government lost both of these 
conspiracy prosecutions. Chief 
‘Kelley said he didn’t know the 


spying and infiltration network 


‘set by, Hoover. Is 


the going to make more 
information about that program 
available? So far, all we know 
about that comes from the 
documents that NBC reporter 
Carl Stern was able to procure 
through a suit under the terms 
of the Freedom of Information 
Act. Kelley is somewhat evasive. 
He assures us that the program 
has ended. He then notes that 
Stern is still suing for more facts 
and doesn’t express any 
willingness to share them with 
him — or us. “Co-Intell’’, after 
all was before Kelley’s time. In 
defense of the program, he notes 
simply: 

“The FBI was motivated by 


good intentions.” He advises us 
that if necessary the FBI will 
seek new legislation to permit it 
to do legally, what it apparently 
was doing anyway. 

Now that sounds reasonable 
doesn’t it?’’ In the semi-closed 
atmosphere of a small group 
discussion, the Director 
acknowledges that some 
mistakes may have been made 
but stresses his committment to 
legality and propriety. The FBI 
will never tap anyone’s phone 
simply because they’re 
controversial. The Bureau must 
have integrity — -that’s his 
theme. Less than an hour later, 
this time in his public talk to the 
law forum, Kelley says that in 
his 34 year association with the 
FBI, the most dangerous threat 
to America’s internal security 
has come in recent years from 
the so-called New Left: Is this 
the hard line again — well not 
exactly. 


“I don’t want to see anyone’s 
name in a dossier. In fact,” 
Kelley tells the 150 people on 
hand to hear him, “I'd like to see 
us put out of business. But as 
long as there is subversiveness 
(subversiveness?’) and attempts 
to overthrow the U.S. 
government we have a job to 
do.”’ That’s Clarence Kelley 
talking or is it Efram Zimbalist? 

As a PR man, Clarence Kelley 
was out to assure us that the 
bureau poses no threat to the 
civil liberties of a free people. 
While he admited that the FBI 
could pose such a danger, he 
feels that its power has been 
overrated. 


Moreover, he wants to 
deemphasize this political role 
and talk about the fight against 
crime, the 9 out of ten

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The Violent Death ofa Vietnam Veteran

By disposition and 
background, Abner Darby is a 
moderate man. A longtime Lynn 
businessman, he is 41, beer- 
bellied, and given to laughing 
often and i in great gushes. 

He will tell you that he is no 
militant and that during his ten 
years as head of Lynn’s NAACP 
chapter he played the role of 
peacekeeper more often than 
not. 

“What I’m saying now,” said 
Darby last week, “is if you 
wanna throw the brick, go ahead 
and throw it.” 

“We want action this time,” 
he said. “This time they can’t 
sweep it under the rug.” 

While it is unlikely that 
Lynn’s 3000 blacks will soon 
take to brick-throwing, Darby’s 
remarks reflect a real anger in 
the black community, an anger 
touched off two weeks ago when 
a white cop shot and killed a 
young black veteran named Carl 
Lewis. 

To the city’s small black 


community — about 4 percent of > 


the population — Lewis’s death 
came as the latest in a series of 
‘incidents involving what they 
can “‘unnecessary violence’ by 
the police. They have demanded 
that the two officers involved in 
the shooting be suspended, that 
a civilian review board be set up 
to monitor the police, and that 
more blacks be recruited for the 
force. (There is only one black 
cop now, they say.) 

Their demand for an inquest 
by Attorney General Robert 
Quinn has been partially met: 
an inquest is in fact underway, 
but being handled by the office 
of Essex County District 
Attorney John Burke. 

There is need for a probe. 
Amidst conflicting reports, the 
only thing now certain about the 
death of Carl Lewis is that it 
came on the afternoon of March 
23, when he was shot by 
plainclothes officer Frank 
McKenney outside of a half- 
deserted Lynn tenement. 

For public consumption the 
police have released only 
McKenney’s account of the 
shooting, saying they have been 
ordered by the DA not to give 
out the reports by other officers 
who were involved. 

The essence of McKenney’s 
report is this: while he and his 
partner — also in plain clothes 
— were seeking a man on an 
arrest warrant in the tenement, 
they bumped into Lewis. Lewis 
wanted to know what they were 
after, became enraged when he 
learned they were police officers, 
and began kicking and clawing 
at them. A scuffle that must 
have lasted several minutes 
eventually spilled onto the 
street. 

“He (Lewis) appeared to be in 
some sort of state of mental 
agitaiion,” says McKenney at 
one point, then later: ‘“‘He 
backed off, ran in circles in the 
middle of the street, taunting us 
to come get him.” 

After all the scuffling and 
running around, says 
McKenney, Lewis finally 
jumped into his car while 
McKenney’s partner went to 
radio for help. As McKenney 
approached the car, the report 
goes on, Lewis tried to run him 
over and the officer drew his 


revolver “with the intention of 
shooting a rear tire in order to 
stop the car from fleeing the 
scene.” 

But Lewis didn’t flee after all: 
he jumped from the car, says 
McKenney, and grabbed for the 
gun. They struggled. 

“In the struggle,” says the 
report, “two shots were fired.” 

The police report has been 
flatly contradicted by a second 
report, this one prepared by the 
NAACP. The NAACP claimed 
it had seven witnesses “who 
stated they saw the policeman 
(McKenney) draw a gun on Car! 
Lewis and order him out of his 
car.” 

“After getting out of his car,” 
said the NAACP, “... (Lewis) 
was immediately assaulted by 
the two policemen; one with a 
billyclub was beating him over 
the head while he was struggling 


with the other. Then they saw 


policeman Frank McKenney 
take out his gun, put it in Carl’s 
stomach and pull the trigger two 
times.” 

A police spokesman blasted 


the report as “lousy police work” _ 


and pointed out that, according 
to the NAACP, McKenney drew 
his gun on two separate 
occasions. 

There is yet a third account of 


the shooting — although a 
partial one — obtained by the 
Phoenix from a witness who 
asked not be identified. 

“I saw the officer in the 
middle of the street pointing a 
gun,” said the witness, a white 
man. “I saw the colored fellow 
run across the street and grab 
the gun hand. They scuffled 
around, and then the shots were 
fired, and the colored fellow fell 
back and landed on his 
buttocks.” 

‘“‘After that,’’ he said, 
“another cop came up and 
started hitting him with his 
nightstick.” 

The witness said he had been 
interviewed by the police and 
“after they got their statement, 
they said don’t let anybody else 
in.” 

The witness said he didn’t see 
whether Lewis in fact attempted 
to run McKenney down or 
whether the struggle originated 
inside the tenement, as the 
police claim. 

The unresolved controversy 
surrounding Carl Lewis’s death 
has now extended beyond that, 
raising questions about his 
character and how it was 
changed by Vietnam, giving him 
in death the sort of attention he 
did not get while alive. 


There can be no doubt that 
Lewis’s 1968 experiences in 
Vietnam changed him. 
According to relatives he was 
deeply disturbed by the death in 
combat of one of his closest 
friends. As a result, said the 
relatives, Lewis was found 
schizophrenic by the army, sent 
to its Valley Forge, Pa., hospital, 
and discharged in late 1968. He 
later spent a few weeks at the 
Veterans Administration 
hospital in Little Rock, 
Arkansas, and two months at 
the Bedford VA hospital. 

“He should never have been 
released by the Army in the first 
place,” said his brother Willie 
last week. “But after he got 
home and went to the Bedford 
VA clinic, he said they treated 
him bad and didn’t go back.” 

“There was no question he 
was changed when he got back,” 
said Willie. “It wasn’t clear right 
away, when he was -talking 


about going to school with vet © 


benefits. But over a period of 
time you could notice a change: 
he just sat around and read 
books, didn’t talk at all, and 
noise bothered him a lot.” 
“Once he just jumped up and 
started acting like he was in 
combat, throwing things 
around,” said Willie. “But that 


was only once. What he did do 
was talk to himself a lot, and we 
pretended we didn’t hear him.”’ 

“‘And he was just beginning to 
associate with people again,” 
said Willie. ‘“‘He bought a car. 
He was coming over more often 
to talk. He seemed to be getting 
better.” 

The question of Carl’s 
stability has become politicized 
now, and some of his relatives 
have grown unwilling to talk 
about it. 

“Everything I’ve said to the 
press,” said his aunt, Mrs. 
Tecora Mullen of Chicago, “has 
been turned around and used for 
the benefit of the police.” 

“I don’t know what his mental 
stability had to do with his 
getting shot down in cold 
blood,” she said. “All I know is 
that it was murder.” 

“T didn’t even know he was a 
vet,” said the NAACP’s Darby. 
“He never talked about it. It’s 
one of those things people, 
including black people, try to 
forget about. A Viet vet gets 
shit, all the rest get made 
heroes.” 

“So he talked to himself,” 
said Darby. “I know lots of 
people walking around this city 
talking to themselves. Are they 
all going to get shot down?”

If the Brothers’ supporters are 
correct in assuming that 
Rockefeller needs to get some 
Attica convictions in order to 
justify his actions during the 
siege, then he has his perfect 
pawn in Malcom Wilson, and 
there is no question that Attica 
will play some major part in the 
New York State September 
primaries and the November 
election for governor. 


Howard Samuels, with his 
power base upstate, with 
considerable Lindsay spinoff 
support in the Big Apple and 
general popularity for bringing 
legalized gambling into New 
York City, presumably will 
continue to use Attica as 


leverage to enhance his liberal 


image. Already he has charged 
that the “sickening, wasteful 
tragedy” of Attica “might have 
been prevented by the 
Governor,” and pointed out that 
the money for the state's 
investigation comes close to 
matching the entire cost of 
running Attica for a year and is 
many times greater than the 
$1.7 million asked in the 
Governor’s budget for the 
modernization of the prison. 


Samuels has a potential ally, 
too, in Joe Crangle, the 
Democratic state chairman 
whose personal dukedom is 
Buffalo. Crangle has already 
indicated closet camaraderie 
with the Attica Brothers and he 
may come out openly once the 
primary campaigns start 
heating up. As put by a party 
regular who has worked on 
several local campaigns, 
“Crangle’s one mission in life 
since I’ve known him is to defeat 
Nelson Rockefeller.”

Finally, one of the Brothers’ 
lawyers, Ramsey Clark, is 
running for the Senate seat 
currently held by Republican 
Jacob Javets, and certainly he 
can be expected to bring up 
Attica. 

If the trials do go forward and 
last as expected through the 


next presidential campaign, 
they may well have some 
influence on Rockefeller’s run, 
particularly since the Brothers’ 
supporters are already gearing 
up a Rockefeller Project to 
pursue the candidate on his 
whistle-stop peregrinations 
around the country. And — in 


the category of defense pipe- 
dreams — Rockefeller could 
possibly just send down the 
message through the ranks that 
the Attica charges should be 
dropped altogether. 

So far, there has been no 
evidence of high-level pressure 


on the prosecutors. When asked 
in a phone interview if he had 
ever received any instructions 
from Rockefeller or Wilson, 
Attica chief prosecutor Deputy 
Attorney General Anthony 
Simonetti answered tersely, 
“Nope. Never.” 


There are many ways of 


applying pressure, however, and 
one of them is positive 
reinforcement for a job well 
done. Simonetti’s predecessor, 
Robert Fischer, the man who 
organized the grand jury probe 
and funneled them evidence, is 
now a judge. 


The defense feels that 
Simonetti is stalling on giving 
over evidence he is legally bound 
to release. Last fall, the lawyers 
filed a discovery motion to 
clarify exactly who was witness 
to what alleged crimes. 
Simonetti’s office has responded 
only with a sheaf of numbered 
pictures and an incomplete list 
of names and has argued, as 
well, that more specific 
discovery might endanger 
possible prosecution witnesses. 
The defense’s response is that 
the guards who may be called 
upon to testify are known by the 
prisoners, and none of them has 
been given any trouble. 


Whether all this is an 
indication of pressure, or rather 
bureaucratic inertia or simply 
the straightforward strategy of 
prosecutors thought to be among 
the sharpest in the country is 
hard to say. The defense tends 
to view the whole prosecutional 
function and its interrel- 
ationships to the state police, 
the Department of Corrections 
and the court system as a 
conspiracy controlled by 
Rockefeller. Even without any 
cues from the ex-governor’s 
camp, however, the awesome 
commitment of state resources 
which he set in motion tends to 
serve his purposes. The vast 
amounts of money scheduled to 
be spent on Attica represent 
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funding not only for Erie County 
and Simonetti’s office, but also 
for the State Police’s Bureau of 
Criminal Investigation, the state 
Department of Corrections extra 
security forces, the grand jury 
and the Organized Crime Task 
Force. 

Set up amid great fanfare 
prior to the Attica uprising, the 
Organized Crime Task Force 
was to have been the agency 
responsible for breaking the 
back of the New York mob. Its 
considerable resources were 
almost immediately diverted 
into the Attica investigation, 
and there they have remained 
ever since. 

The activities of the grand 
jury are another interesting 
reflection of state stubbornness. 
Empanelled in November, 1971, 
the grand jury is still sitting 
almost 30 months later and fully 
a year after the last set of 
indictments were delivered. 

The defense views this lengthy 
life as irregular, and has charged 
that a grand jury still 
empowered to indict is 
hampering their efforts, keeping 
potential witnesses fearful of 
being indicted themselves. Last 
fall, the Attica Brothers’ lawyers 
filed a petition in court 
attempting to dismiss the grand 
jury on the grounds that it was 
depriving the defendants of their 
constitutional right to prepare a 
defense. 

Another equally serious 
criticism in the petition was that 
11 of the grand jurors were 
personally acquainted with or 
related to guards and hostages 
taken at Attica, a fact which 
would tend to taint their 
judgment. The foreman even 
‘admitted to being friends with 
one of the guards who died. 

In addition, the defense 
charged, some witnesses 
examined by the grand jury had 
been threatened with 
indictment or denial of parole if 
they testified in favor of the 
defense. One prisoner, Robert 
Miles, was forced into a room 
and told that unless he gave a 
statement on Attica (on which 
he later recanted), he wouldn’t 
get out. 

Finally, the petition said, the 
grand jury had not fulfilled its 
responsibilities by failing to 
present evidence of criminal 
activities by public officials and 
state employees, a contention 
also made last July by Robert 
McKay, dean of New York 
University Law School and head 
of the Official New York State 
Commission on Attica 
appointed by Governor 
Rockefeller. 
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Though entire bureaucracies 
and certain key bodies like the 
grand jury seem to be stacked 
against the Brothers, there are a 
few official organizations that 
have indicated sympathy. One 
is the McKay Commission. 
Another, the Goldman Panel 
named at Rockefeller’s request 
by the presiding Justice of the 
New York State Appellate 
Division’s Fourth Department, 
Harry Goldman. Not only was 
this Panel instrumental in 
having some prisoners 
transferred out of Attica after 
discovering the severity of 
reprisals, but it also engineered 
a request that the United States 
Department of Justice look into 
Attica. That was in the heyday 
of the John Mitchell era in the 
fall of 1971 and nothing much 
came of it, but now that the 
findings on the Kent State 
murders have come out, there is 


the outside possibility that 
Attica may have its similar 
vindication. 

The Appellate Division also 
made possible defense access to 
the Erie County Jury 
Commissioner’s files. 
Researchers were then able to 
compile statistics showing that 


_ the county’s jury pool, out of 


which Attica jurors will be 
chosen, is discriminatory, with 
gross underrepresentation of 
blacks by at least 34.3 percent, 
of women by 68 percent and of 
young people between the ages 
of 21 and 28 by 83.6 percent. A 
motion last month to abolish the 
pool may result in a much fairer 
jury panel for the trial. 
* 

The lack of meaningful 
change in the prison system, 
according to the McKay 
Commission report, is really 
what Attica was all about. The 


report documents instance after 
instance before the rebellion of 
poor treatment, harassment of 
politically motivated prisoners 
and racism directed against the 
inmates, over 60 percent of 
whom were non-whites. The 
report criticizes as well the 
entire criminal justice system — 
from apprehension through 
detention, bail, prosecution, 
plea-bargaining, confinement, 
parole and release — as being 
inequitable and unreasonable. 
Citing a growing sense of self- 
worth among the prisoners and a 
greater understanding of their 
rights and legitimate grievances, 
and the corresponding lack of 
responsiveness by a Corrections 
Commissioner who had pledged 
himself to reform, the report 
calls the final uprising a 
spontaneous outburst of 
frustration, much like the ghetto 
riots of the sixties. It was not, as 


Governor Rockefeller at the time 
suggested, a planned takeover 
by revolutionaries, nor a throat- 
slitting attack on guards that 
officials afterwards made it out 
to be. Finally, the report 
condemns the lack of 
supervision, over troopers who 
killed the hostages in order to 
save them, and over correction 
guards who savagely beat 
prisoners once the prison was 
retaken. 

The crucial point at which the 
report differs from the Attica 
Brothers’ own analysis is on the 
question of the actual deaths. 
The Brothers claim that all 
prisoners and guards, except for 
one, were killed during the 
assault, whereas the report, 
quoting a pathologist, states 
that three of the prison inmates 
were stabbed to death while the 
prisoners had control of the 
prison.

kidnappings the Bureau has 
solved since Patty Hearst's 
abduction, put kidnappings 
back on page one. 

“You make everything sound 
so reasonable,’’ a professor 
comments. Kelley smiles and 
shrugs. “How did this terrible 
impression get around?” The 


‘Director laughs.‘‘I’d like to 


know that too,” he says with a 
chortle. “I don’t know how this 
all got started. Maybe the press 
was looking for a good story.”” He 
doesn’t press this attack on the 
press though, as any one of his 
predecessors might have. 
Instead, he speaks positively 
about his desire to clarify what 
the FBI actually does, to 
“dispute myths.” 

Dispute them or resurrect 
them? In the °30’s, J. Edgar 
Hoover consciously projected 
himself and the G-Man as 
symbols of bravery and purity in 
law enforcement. In an essay 
detailing the mechanics of this 
mythmaking, journalist Robert 
Sherrill calls it ‘tthe most 
successful job of salesmanship in 
the history of Western 
bureaucracy.’’ In a paper 
prepared for an academic 
conference on the FBI, and now 
available in paperback as 
Investigating the FBI 
(Ballantine, 1974) he details the 
growth and success of the 
Agency’s propaganda machine. 
Unhappily for Hoover, that 
image took a beating in the late 
sixties as the FBI’s political 
function came to light. And it 
took an FBI-type “bag job,” a 
surreptitious entry to use the 


official lingo, to expose the 
Bureau’s covert activities. 

Through its daring raid on a 
Bureau office, the Citizens 
Commission to Investigate the 
FBI documented the FBI's 
dedication to political 
repression. According to Nick 
Egleson in State Secrets (Holt 
Rinehardt and Winston, 1974) 
the group that raided and 
analyzed the FBI documents 
from Media, Pennslyania, 
estimated from the distribution 
of documents that the Bureau 
devotes 40 percent of its energy 
to political investigations with 
another 14 percent divided 
equally between individual draft 
and army fugitive cases. Of the 
200 documents the group found 
in the political category, 95 
percent pertained to left liberal 
or black groups, 5 percent to 
right wing ones. Extrapolated to 
the national level, these figures 
suggest that the FBI effort is 
equivalent to the full time work 
of 3000 of its staff of 8700 Special 
Agents. Egleson goes on to say, 
however, that he does not 
consider the Bureau the 
foundation of the nationwide 
surveillance apparatus. 

According to his survey, Red 
squads or anti-subversive units 
in local police departments are 
its true underpinnings. 

One of the Bureau’s Deputy 
Directors accompanying Kelley 
poo-bahed these statistics. The 
draft has ended, he pointed out, 
these figures are obsolete. *‘So”’ I 
ask, “is the FBI getting out of 
the secret police business?’’ 
“The FBI,” he retorts sternly, 

‘was never in the secret police 
business.” And then he smirks 
with an air of disgust, ‘“That’s 
like asking when did we stop 
beating our wife?’’ Good 
question.

students. (It’s ironic that 
students, so often in the 
vanguard of pro-rent. control 
ranks are often those rent 
control protects neighborhoods 
from). 

‘“*Rent control is the 
foundation of our policy of 
Dorchester from 

Mass,”’ says Andy Olins. 
White’s chief housing advisor. 
“Rent control,’’ says John 
Grace, “came along just in time 
for Dorchester.” 

Even a neighborhood as 
seemingly inviolable as the 
North End — almost as Italian 
as Rome to the naked eye — has 
probably been spared a large- 
scale invasion of the affluent 
because of rent control. It’s not 
uncommon for North End rents 
to have tripled before controls 
came on — $40 cold water flats 
for large families often adjoin 
newly-rehabilitated $150 
studios. ‘““Without rent control, 
that process would have 
completely changed the North 
End by now,” says John Grace. 

Rent control protection for 
Savin Hill and the North End 
clearly comes from more than 
just a rent ceiling. Perhaps the 
key to Ch. 842 is its regulations 
which prohibit evictions without 
public hearings. 

One resident of Long Wharf 
sees the rent law as a “bill of 
rights for tenants. It gives the 
tenant protection of due process 
of law. Before 842, the relation 
between the landlord and tenant 
was- essentially feudal.’ A 
Housing Court official agrees: 
‘*The rent eontrol 
administration gives people an 
advocate, someone they can 
turn to before they get scared 
out of their home.” 

John Grace, ever-wary of 
slandering landlords not guilty 
of abuses, doesn’t choose such 
strong language. “There’s no 
question,’’ Grace does say, 
though, “that rent control has 
given tenants substantial new 
rights.” 


Figures recently compiled by 
Urban Planning Aid, a 
Cambridge consulting firm, 


-indicate, for instance, that 


evictions in Boston have 
dropped 38 percent since rent 
control took effect. ““What we’ve 
eliminated,” says Grace, “‘is the 
arbitrary eviction, the one that 
occurs because the landlord 
doesn’t like your looks.”’ 

The protection of Ch. 842, 
Grace adds, also extend to 
building code violations. Rent 
control hearings regularly result 
in rollbacks of rent based on 
inadequate maintenance and 
uncorrected code violations. 

That process, however, does 
work the other way: rents are 
regularly increased following 
documented building 
improvements. In fact, a 
substantial rehabilitation of a 
substandard building is 
considered so valuable by the 
city that it allows eviction 
during the fix-up, and will 
“decontrol’”’ after it i.e., take a 
whole new look at rents. The 
trick, for owners, is 
demonstrating the completeness 
of fix-ups: new panelling alone 
doesn’t make a new apartment. 

Rent control alone cannot, 
however, do anything more than 
encourage fix-ups of 
substandard buildings. The 
problems of getting financing, 
the unwillingness of banks to 
invest in older sections of the 
city — such dilemmas 
underscore John Grace’s 
statement that rent control is 
the cornerstone of housing 
policy. It’s neither panacea for’ 
tenants nor curse for realtors. It 
not only protects tenants from 
arbitrary evictions, but 
guarantees landlords a ‘“‘fair net 
operating income.’’ Control 
doesn’t mean that increases are 
never granted. Nor does it mean 
that the housing shortage will 
soon be eased. All of which the 
Local Affairs Committee will 
have to ponder. But Ch. 842 is 
one law with such impact that, 
even if you generally have no 
idea what the Legislature does, 
you’ll find out about its decision 
on rent control. The character of 
the city will let you know.

yourself when someone says

“I haven't got. time,” Slater 
said, walking briskly away.

committee no matter which plan 
won the election. 
Paranoid 

“To suggest there was any 
intent here,” the mayor said, 
“would be unfair.” Rep. Frank 


was more direct. The Timilty 
innuendo, he said, “is paranoid 
horseshit.”” He pointed out that 
the mayor’s aides cooperated

Just as unfair, though, is the 
mayor’s suggestion that Timilty

You can bet that if Kevin 
White discovered at the 
eleventh hour that a missing 
amendment had taken the teeth 
out of his proposal, he would 
have rushed into court.

amendment was carried out. 

Gleason says he never told 
anyone about it (including the 
mayor) because he didn’t think 
it was that important. White, 
indeed, claims he didn’t find out 
until the Timilty suit was filed, 
and though that might strain 
one’s credibility a bit, there is 
solid evidence from within the 
mayor's office that he was just 
as surprised as everyone else 
about the development. 

Gleason must have been 
aware, however, that in all the 
public discussion and 
explanation of the four plans, 
three of them were being gravely 
misrepresented to the voters. He 
must have realized the public 
outcry that would have resulted 
if the voters had chosen a plan 
other than the mayor’s and 
discovered later that they had 
unwittingly handed the school 
budget to the mayor. 

It would be stretching things 
to concoct any kind of a 


deliberate conspiracy out of all 
this, since such a deception 
would have to count on the 
stupidity and inattentiveness of 
the entire legislative delegation 
to succeed (not necessarily a safe 
assumption). 

What we can conclude is that 
a lot of people screwed up a little 
to create a colossal blunder — 
and that if- anyone in the 
mayor’s office thought he was 
getting away with something, we 
are consoled by the fact that he 
has now been publicly thwarted. 

But therein lies the danger as 
well. Once the smoke clears and 
the election is rescheduled, the 
only plan that can suffer from all 
this is the mayor’s proposal — 
people were suspicious from the 
beginning that White was up to 
something devious and those 
suspicions ‘can only have been 
strengthened. 

But the mayor’s plan, 
including the abolition of the 
school committee and the 
transfer of at least some budget 
and policy-making powers into 
the hands of community people, 
is the only plan that constitutes 
enough of a reform to make it 
worth going through all this 
trouble. The other plans fool 
around a little with the make-up 


of the school committee but 
none would change things much 
if at all. 

If the mayor’s plan has been 
put in jeopardy by all the 


political blundering, 
maneuvering, and rhetoric, then 
so has the chance for meaningful 
reform. Unless, of course, there’s 
still time to put through a home 


rule petition abolishing the city 
council, the mayor, the local 
affairs committee, the 
legislature, lobbyists, home rule 
petitions...

April 19 public meeting at the 
State House. 


Even if the state committee 
denies the request, Cambridge 
could attempt to fund the 
program directly through 
Washington or through local 
funds. The federal government, 
for its part, has already spent 


$80,000 for preliminary study of 


the idea, which was drawn up by 
Engineering Computer Science 
of Lexington. 


The massive proposal calls for 
computerization of information 
on 55,000 estimated annual calls 
for police service, 12,000 
complaints, and 2,000 annual 
arrests. It provides no means for 
citizens to inspect their files, nor 
to dispute any information 
written in a police ‘offender 
profile’’ — subjective comments 
by individual! police. 


The records would, however, 
be available by telephone to 
police 24 hours a day. Access to 
the records would be, according 
to the application, governed on a 
“need to know basis’’ (no 
elaboration as to what that 
means is provided). The 
decision on who sees what would 
be left to a single ‘“‘system 
coordinator”. 


The proposal to allow private 
businesses to examine police 
records has particularly 
disturbed state officials. Henry 
Shafran says, ‘‘That runs 
counter to the whole system 
we've been trying to establish, 
which prohibits release of 
records to the private sector. 
There’s too much possibility for 
violations of rights.” 


The release of records to 
private business has been under 
legislative attack on Beacon Hill 
where nine proposals, including 
one by the Governor, would ban 
such release. Both Sargent and 
the Massachusetts Civil 
Liberties Union have 
maintained that such 


dissemination is the cause of 


discrimination — especially 
when applicants are denied jobs 
or credit because of an arrest for 
a crime of which they were later 
found innocent, or for a charge 
which may not have gone to 
court. The Civil Liberties Union 
has questioned the need of 
police to maintain any 
information on arrests without 
convictions, saying that such 
records merely tend to lead 
police to the same “suspects” 
over and over again, without 


justification.

Francisco Chronicle from the 
Zodiac, the still-free hooded 
mass murderer who claims to 
have killed 37 (police know of 
six), suggesting that someone 
look more closely at the fact that 
“sla” is an old Norse word 
meaning “‘to kill.”

HARVARD SQUARE 


The SLA is like a running sore 
among San Francisco leftists. 
It’s so obscene it’s tragically 
funny, but ooooh it hurts. Long 
before the SLA went public with 
the murder of Oakland’s first 
Black. Schoo] Superintendent, 
Marcus Foster, Nov. 6, many 
knew there was a new 
revolutionary group forming 
around escaped convict 
“Cinque” DeFreeze that called 
itself the ‘‘Symbionese 
Federation.”’ The early trailings 
of this group tie into a clubby 
knot. People who were willing to 
help an escaped convict (or at 
least not turn him in), people 
who were willing to listen to talk 
of revolutionary terrorism (just 
listen) — all find themselves 
branded, tied (at least in the 
eyes of the FBI) by some twisted 
past tolerance to this band of 
murdering romantics with their 
cyanide-tipped bullets. 

The first victim of The 
Revolution, Marcus Foster, was 
killed not because he was an 
ogre, but simply because the 
Oakland school photo ID 
program was the only local issue 
to draw any attention among 
East Bay .radicals in the 
lethargic fall of last year. 

From a core of at least nine 
and probably no more than a 
dozen “combat soldiers,” the 
SLA has infected 51 people to 
the extent that the government 
now feels it can successfully 
prosecute them on a variety of 
charges. A round up of 51 Bay 
Area leftists would be 
unprecedented. And for what? 
Such definition as the SLA has 
given its politics in its verbose 
communiques is awkwardly out 
of syne with socialistic ideals — 
not to speak of the blind 
ignorance it betrays of the social 
realities. 

The SLA Aims 

The SLA wants to break up 
the United States into separate 
racially-defined ‘“‘nations,” to be 
federated as the Symbionese. 


| Although only two of the 10 men 


and women I have been able to 
identify with the SLA are black 
(all the rest are white). the 
group is so non-white-chauvinist 
that it formally structured itself 
as bound under “black and 
minority leadership.” The SLA 


involvement in the black prison 
movement seemed to bé the only 
thread that links ether the 
SLA members that have been 
identified. Of the five identified 
SLA women, all of them white, 
at least three seem to have been 
romantically involved only with 
black men over the past couple 
of years. 

The roots of the SLA run still 
deeper into the California black 
prison inmate movement, 
according to leftist sources. In 
an incident that may mark the 
SLA recruiting technique, the 
Steiner brothers, two politico 
murderers, members of Ron 
Karenga’s black nationalist 
“US” (United Slaves) convicted 
of assassinating two Black 
Panthers on the UCLA campus, 
escaped from San Quentin a 
week ago Thursday and 
disappeared under circum- 
stances very similar to the 
escapes of the SLA’s DeFreeze 
and Wheeler last year. The 
wording of the SLA’s “seven 
principles” is taken almost 
verbatim from Karenga’s 
phildsophical principles. 
Karenga is now a California 
prison inmate. 

Knowledgable sources warn that 
when the actual structure of the 
SLA “War Council’”’ is revealed, 
the ties between prison inmates 
and the SLA will probably be so 
direct that the belt of repression 
that already binds the 
California penal system will 
probably be tightened several 
notches further. 

Prison officials have already 
directly connected two of the 
leaders of the Black Guerilla 
Family, a radical Black-

gang in California, with the 
SLA. Official sources say two 
SLA women briefly visited two 
BGF leaders the day after police 
arrested two SLA soldiers and 
discovered a major SLA hideout 
in the San Francisco suburbs. 
Five and perhaps six names on 
the list of 51 are currently prison 
inmates. 

(For those unfamiliar with the 
radical topography, the SLA is a 
terrorist group identified with 
New York Cleaver-faction 
Black Panthers. The BLA, like 
the United Slaves, are arch-foes 
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of Huey Newton’s Oakland- 
based Black Panther Party, 
although to my knowledge a 
connection between US and 
BLA has never been drawn 
before.) 

So who is The Chairman, this 
“Fifth Prophet,” this born and 
tempered Meader of men, this 
Revolutionary Savior? Who is 
Donald David DeFreeze? a 

DeFreeze, 30, was born in 
Cleveland, one of eight children. 
His father was a tool maker, his 
mother a nurse in a rest home. 
He quit school at the age of 14, 
after completing the ninth 
grade. He can write but spells 
atrociously (in fact everything 
the SLA has sent out written-has 
included misspellings). The 
earliest records I can find have 
him arrested on a_ burglary 
charge in South Buffalo, N.Y.. 
at the age of 16. According to 
court records, he was a runaway 
from a detention home at the 
time and had attempted to steal 
money from a parking meter. He 
was arrested again nine days 
later on grand larceny, 
attempting to steal a car and 
weapon and was committed to 
the Elmira State Reformatory, 

DeFreeze married in 1963; he 
and his wife have had three 
children and she had three from 
a previous marriage. (Strangely, 
Cinque in an SLA tape referred 
to his “two children.’””) It has 
been a troubled marriage. It was 
common knowledge among his 
fellow Vacaville inmates that 
DeFreeze had “‘wife problems.” 
(A pattern of failed marriages 
seems common in the SLA core 
group; five of the 10 identified 
“‘soldiers’”’” have divorced or 
separated. Perhaps that is why 
the abolition of marriage is 
listed as one of the few clearly 
defined goals of the SLA.) 
DeFreeze and his family lived in 
East Orange, N,.J. in the early 
Sixties; he was arrested twice, 
once in a domestic fight with his 
wife and a second time for firing 
a pistol in his cellar. 

He first came to California, to 
L.A., in 1965. He had difficulty 
finding work; employment 
history included stints as a 
shortorder cook, a car painter, 
and a laborer. In March of 1965, 
DeFreeze, then 21, was stopped 
while hitchhiking on the San 
Bernadino Freeway in West 
Covina, Calif. Police asked for 
his ID and eventually searched 
him. They found a small teargas 
pencil bomb and a sharpened 
butter knife in a pocket and a 
sawed off rifle in his suitcase. He 


was booked on suspicion of. 


robbery and burglary and 
violation of the dangerous 
weapons control law; convicted 
on the latter two months later he 
was sentenced to time served 
and released. 

Two weeks after he was 
released he was arrested again in 
Newark, N.J., for possession of a 
bomb. The case was dropped. 
DeFreeze apparently stayed in 
New Jersey for a couple of years, 
but the next glimpse of him in 
court records is a strange case in 
Los Angeles in June of 1967. 

The Bicycle Case 

As only happens in LA; 
DeFreeze was stopped for 
running a red light on a bicycle. 
He gave a ficticious name and 
ID, the cop spotted it and 
arrested him. He was 23. 
Searching him, police found a 
homemade bomb in one jacket 
pocket a second bomb and a .22 
cal. revolver in a bag in the 
bicycle basket. DeFreeze told 
the court he had found the gun 
and bombs a couple of weeks 
earlier and because he needed 
money was trying to sell them. 
The gun was somehow 
parlayed into a robbery 
conviction and he was given 
threee years probation, on the 
condition that he undergo 
psychotherapy. The probation 
was granted over the objection of 
the court psychologist who felt 
that his “fascination with guns 
and explosives made him 
dangerous.” 

Apparently just after he had 
been put on probation, DeFreeze

was arrested again in December, 
1967, and to keep out of the slam 
had to turn in a buddy and 
swing one hell of a deal with the 
poliee. DeFreeze picked up a 
black prostitute in LA and 
brought her to a motel, she 


asked for the money and he 


pulled a gun. He beat her up, 
raped her, and ‘performed 
unnatural acts,” according to 
the police report. Afterwards, 
apparently sure the woman 
would not go to the police, he fell 
asleep on the bed. When the 
woman returned with two of 
LA’s finest, he was asleep with a 
gun in his hand — a gun police 
soon traced to a robbery of 
several hundred guns from an 
LA surplus store. 

He made his deal with police, 
then tried to fake them out of it. 
He brought them to his home 
and then escaped by jumping 
out a second story window. Four 
days later, he was recaptured. 
This time he delivered. He 


brought police to the home of 


Ronald Coleman, where they 
found approximately 200 guns. 
According to an LAPD 
detective, police thought the 
guns were going to be purchased 
by Ron Karenga’s United Slaves 
organization. With the help of 
the police, DeFreeze slid 
through in court with a sentence 
of five years on probation. 


It must have been some deal 
— although neither DeFreeze 
nor the LAPD are explaining it. 
In a state where probation is a 
very touchy thing, granted with 
lots of strings and withdrawn 
very quickly (no subsequent 
conviction is necessary), 
DeFreeze was allowed to stay 
out on probation despite three 
arrests in the LA area. In April, 
1968, he was arrested on a 
burglary charge; in August, 
1968, for grand theft-auto; and 
in April, 1969, for burglary and 
unlawfully carrying a weapon. 
He was never charged with any 
of the three, but a probation 
hearing was scheduled after the 
1969 arrest. DeFreeze skipped 


_ and a warrant was issued for 


him. 

In November, 1969, DeFreeze 
was arrested after a shootout 
with a bank guard and LA 
police. He had tried to cash a 
$1,000 check made out in the 
name of Milagros Bocalbos; the 
bank manager spotted it as 
stolen, and DeFreeze ran, 
chased by the bank guard. 


DeFreeze later said he had 
found the check and because he 
was all doped up on barbituates, 
decided to try to cash it. He was 
not running from the bank, he 
told court officials, he was 
merely walking outside to move 
his car, which he had illegally 
parked. He only started 
shooting, he said, when the “gun 
happy” security guard started 
firing at him. Police joined the 
security guard and DeFreeze 
was wounded and captured. 

Mrs. Milagros Bocalbos later 
identified DeFreeze as the man 
who had approached her while 
she was in her parked car in 
downtown LA, put a gun to her 
head, stole her purse, made her 
lie on the floor of her car, then 
clubbed her. 

And Don DeFreeze, later to 
be known as Cingue Mitume, 
was finally entangled in the 
California Penal System — 
where his fellow inmates 
immediately no doubt 
recognized his ‘‘spiritual 
consciousness” and “deep love 
of all the people.”

Continued from page |2 
should ed from Pag “to prison, 
that marijuana is not harmful, 
that his client would go straight. 
Troy produced a painting done 
by his client. Judge Caffrey, who 
had been writing at his desk, 
looked up for a moment and 
grunted. Troy begged for mercy. 
Judge Caffrey brushed the 
dandruff from his shoulder. 
Jeffrey Honnoues rose to 
speak in his own defense, 
reading a long, rambling 
prepared statement dealing with 
the harmlessness of marijuana, 
his own life, and some strange 
allegations of conspiracy against 
him, Honnoues was, quite 
visibly, tremendously nervous. 
He probably didn’t help his case 
when he compared himself to 
Jesus Christ, a martyr at the age 
of 33. He probably didn’t hurt 
himself, however. Judge Caffrey 
didn’t seem to be paying much 
attention. When Honnoues 
finished speaking, the clerk read 
Judge Caffrey’s sentences: 
Davey, 3 years and $3,000. 


document he had been 
scribbling on. 

Thomas Troy’s reputation 
among his brother lawyers in 
this city is indifferent. Most of 
these same lawyers also have a 
deepseated aversion to 
appearing on a criminal matter 
before Andrew Caffrey. “His 
sentences are horrendous,” one 
of them told me. “He used to be 
a prosecutor, and he takes that 
attitude right onto the bench 
with him in criminal cases,” 
another said. Andrew Caffrey 
doesn’t seem to trust Thomas 
Troy. Like a good prosecutor, he 
seems to want to get Thomas 
Troy. Like a tough judge, he 
threw the book at Thomas Troy. 

In a rapid, angry voice 
Andrew Caffrey began to read 
from the pages before him. The 
sentences came out sharply, 
filled with “‘deses,” “dems,” and 
“doses” which the judge has 
never cleansed from his 
vocabulary. Caffrey began with 
a recapitulation of events: Troy 


had attempted to discredit the 


| 


Government’s case by 
discrediting his own former 
associate, Honnoues’ brother-in- 


law, on the charge that he might 
be a government agent. Caffrey 
had held a hearing on the charge 


at which, the judge said, “not a 


. scintilla of credible evidence was 


advanced.”” Caffrey spoke of 
“totally groundless and false 
accusations.” Caffrey directed 
the clerk to forward transcripts 
of the hearing and of his 
statement to the bar association 
for disciplinary actions. Troy 
later re-asserted his claim that 
he had reason to believe that his 
associate might have been 
spying, based on information 
given him by a Boston police 
officer. The next day’s papers 
reported the Troy-Caffrey 
controversy, and incidentally 
mentioned that Davey and 
Honnoues were going up the 
river. 

And so a tough ex-prosecutor 
of a judge clashed with a 
sensationalistic lawyer in one of 
the more acrid battles the 
district has ever seen. But 
somewhere along the line, 
shunted aside in the course of 
this fight, two defendants are 
going to jail, for thirteen years 
between them, and paying a 
total of $28,000 in fines, for a 
marijuana offense. In some 
states of this Union, possession 
of marijuana is not even a crime.

WINTER HAVEN — One last 
blast from the sunny south 
before we get down to the 
business of playing for keeps, 
and I’ll see you in the bleachers 
Tuesday. 

Last Saturday night I arrived 
in Lakeland just before the start 
of the televised Red Sox - Tigers 
contest, and found a seat in the 
press box just in time to start 
writing in the lineups as they 
were being announced. 

“I wouldn’t do that in pen 
until you see them come up to 
the plate,’’ chuckled Peter 
Gammons of the Boston Globe, 
looking over my shoulder. I 
noticed that Sox statistician 
Dick Bresciani was also 
laughing, and I wasn’t sure why. 

**Didn’t you hear what 
happened today?’’ asked 
Gammons. I| replied that I 
hadn’t left the Motel all day. 

“He sent Burleson down to 
Pawtucket.” I sort of stared with 
an open mouthed, dumbfounded 
expression. I glanced at 
Bresciani to see whether I was 
being put on. 

“It’s true. I just heard it when

So, four days after he’s made

stay with the parent club. I’d 
hemmed and hawed and talked 
about possible trades and 
injuries.

So, what happens? Terry 
Hughes stayed and Rick 
Burleson went. And, of course, 
Gammons had the last laugh on 
everybody in the press box. He’d 
written the lineup in pencil, and 
Juan Beniquez, scheduled up 
third, batted second. In the two 
minutes between the lineup 
announcement and the first 
pitch of the game, Darrell 
Johnson had changed his mind 
again. 

Which is something we may 
see a lot of this season. It also 
goes without saying that we will 
also see a lot of exciting baseball 
this summer. Johnson’s 
philosophy is a gambling one — 
go for the extra base, make the 
opposition execute fundamen- 
tals, and hope they screw up. It’s 
amazing how often it works. .

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Starship: Growing Older Gracefully 


By Michael Bloom 


Grace Slick compared her newest 
touring incarnation, Jefferson Starship, 
with the discipline of Kung Fu, which 
she and husband Paul Kanter are now 
studying. ‘‘When you practice 
something hard enough, you know it so 
well you can get free with it.’ At the 
Music Hall, her patched-up band had 
played those songs, and only those 
songs, which they’d rehearsed 


extensively and knew like the backs of 


their hands. (Except some jams, but 
Grace said, ““That’s for the young 
ones.”) I realized then that recent 
guitar additions Craig Chaquico and 
Peter ‘“‘Kangaroo’”’ Kaukonen were 
indeed youngsters compared to Grace, 
Paul and David Freiberg, all of whom 
are around 35. They are too old for the 
Revolution, and old enough to realize 
that it isn’t going to happen anyway 
and they’ve stopped singing about it. 
And that is why they’ve been able to 
last so long as artists in the turbulent 
rock sphere. 

Grace’s favorite subject for pondering 
now is the Orient. She and Paul played 
in authentic turn-of-the-century 
Japanese garb, gave special attention to 
the song “Sketches of China,” and of 
course have changed their daughter’s 
name from god to China. “The Chinese 
as Communists and the Japanese as 
Capitalists are the two most successful 
countries in the world today,” Grace 
told me. and pointed out that William 
Shockley’s studies of hereditary racial 
intelligence found that Mongolians 
were more intelligent than Caucasians 
(though that datum did not receive 
much prominence in his report). 

In addition to that, she is trying, in an 
offhand way, to gain ever deeper 
understanding of the process of 
communication. The purpose of her 
puns and non-sequiturs is to 
experiment with language and 
epistemology. As she sings in “Come 
Again? Toucan,’”’ ‘““Mistakes are made 
because words are misunderstood . 
Like the rest of the band, she’s lost most 
of her taste for changing the world. She 
doesn’t even look like the Grace of old, 
except when singing. 

Jefferson Starship’s audience is older 
than most — to this reporter, the Music 
Hall seemed filled with more college 
students and professional types than

Who or the Dead tend to stay within 
their demographic bounds and/or pick 
up substantial numbers of new fans for 
all those that get tired, many listeners 
who cut their teeth on “Somebody to 
Love” or ‘Volunteers’ are still the 
staunchest fans of the Jefferson, uh 
Stars hip. 
Why “Starship?” The concept first 
surfaced on a Paul Kantner solo album 
devoted to a peculiar fancy of his-that 


the enlightened “Woodstock Nation’ 
would be able to hijack the first 
interstellar vessel built by Earthly 
science. The album was composed and 
recorded during the turbulence 
following Marty Balin’s departure from 
the Airplane. Ironically, in the 
evolution of the ‘Plane, Paul is the only 
original member to stay with the band 
on tours. Paul is captaining the show 
now, and it fits to christen it with his 
name. 


Starship’s repertoire is also Starship’s 
ind not Airplane’s. The meat of the first 
Starship album, Blows Against the 
Empire; smatterings of Paul’s latest 
with Grace Slick and David Freiberg, 
Baron Von Tollbooth and the Chrome 
Nun; most of the subsequent Slick solo 
album, Manhole. Three Airplane songs 
appeared in the set, and they did as 
many Papa John Creech fiddlin’ blues 
vamps — Grace and Paul certainly 
don’t want to dwell on the old band, 


which has outlived its usefulness for 
everyone. 

As to the crew, the most prominent 
member is Grace, who has always been 
the most visible and dramatic figure in 
the band. She replaced the Airplane’s 
original chanteuse, one Signe Toly 
Andersen, after the first album, 
Jefferson Airplane Takes Off. She 
brought her featured numbers with her 
last band, the Great Society, and these 
songs were the tunes which put 
Airplane and San Francisco on the 
map: “White Rabbit’ and ‘“‘Somebody 
to Love.” 

David Freiberg was bassist, then 
piano player, for a fellow ‘Frisco band, 
Quicksilver Messenger Service. He now 
plays Mellotron for the band on record, 
and piano on stage. On the last Airplane 
album, Thirty Seconds Over 
Winterland, he tried very conspicuously 
to fill the departed Balin’s shoes, and 
failed despite the niceness of his voice. 
His present slot is more effective, and 
he still does all the singing he ought.

Mame is also rather 
unpleasant on the level of pure 
ego; since the picture never 
successfully achieves a sense of 
musical-comedy fantasy, it’s 
hard to see why a hundred 
costumed extras think Mame so 
terrific they sing her praises 


' every time the screenplay allows 


it. I’ve never liked the title 
number, although it’s by far the 
best of Mame’s undistinguished 
songs, but I like it even less here. 
The choreography is by Onna 


Lucille Ball and rt Fox Hunters in “Mame. sd 


White, but it looks more like the 
work of Magritte, as countless 
dancing boys in foxhunt attire 
leap over hedges in a tribute to 
Mame’s charms. Mame herself 
just smiles demurely through 
the-whole thing, as though this 
were the sort of reception she'd 
expect anywhere. 

As to why Mame herself is less 
than charming, what she does to 


young Patrick is enough to make 
Oedipus seem well-adjusted. 
She wants to be his “‘best girl,” 
she tells him (in song, 
unfortunately). And later, when 
he grows up to be something of a 
snob, she seriously wonders (in 
song again) whether her buying 
him long pants could be the root 
of the problem, as though his 
manhood were somehow her 


doing. Also, her moments as 
Mame-the-liberal (Patrick’s 
prospective inlaws only want 
“people like us’ to move next 
door, and his Auntie is 
appropriately outraged) have 
become a bit dated, to say the 
very least.

Disaster strikes in throes, as 
Ben Butley, professor ot 
English, discovers. Jilted twice 
in a single day, and cut himself . 
shaving in the bargain — it 
would be enough to unleash the 
furies in any man. But to 
Butley, railing comes as 
naturally as breathing, and two 
hours of his unrestrained insult. 
mockery, parody and caustic wit 
make for an entertaining show. 

Not that his verbal invention 
doesn’t flag at times, for Butley 
is forever ‘‘on,”’ never permitting 
a silence where there is 
something he could say — and 
he always has something to say. 
even if it’s merely an arcane 
nursery rhyme he has picked up 
on in the course of doing his 
**research.’’ Butley’s world. 
small and insular as it is, is 
collapsing around him, and he 
thrashes about his 
claustrophobic office. 
attempting desperately to keep 
life buoyed up by sheer effort of 
will. Butley himself has been in 
rather a funk for quite a while. 

His wife has left him, his male 
flatmate (and probable lover) is 
slipping away from him, he 
drinks excessively, he 
assiduously avoids students so- 
as to teach as little as possible. 
Although he resolutely shuns 
any pretense to being

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reasonable, he can retrench after 
an emotional defeat and assault 
a new, more attainable 
objective. For most of the 
picture, he pursues no goal more 
perspicaciously than that of not 
losing his audience, which boils 
down to doing anything, even 
blocking the door, to keep Joey 
(who shares his office as well as 
his apartment) from leaving the 
room. 

Alan Bates plays Butley as a 
man with an impressive arsenal 
of intellectual weapons, 
enjoined by his contempt for the 
second-rate from abusing them 
in his own self-interest. You can 
tell that Joey and his ex-wife 
both admire Butley’s impatient 
contempt for conventions as 
much as they have wearied of his 
elaborate subterfuges. Butley at 
his best is unfortunately Butley 
at his most insufferable. His 
frenzied efforts not to end up 
alone only insure his loneliness, 
and everyone in the play. 
especially Butley, carries this 
knowledge sadly. There is a 
sense that all the characters 
recognize the need to 
compromise and yet often as not 
will decline to do so. It is rare to 
find a contemporary film in 
which moral integrity and 
intellectual attainment remain 
on speaking terms with one 
another. 

The performances are 
uniformly first-rate, with 
Pinter’s discreet, unobtrusive 
direction eliciting highly 
nuanced reactions to Butley 
that would have been impossible- 
to convey onstage. And although 
the action is almost exclusively 
contained within the single, 
small set of Butley’s office, and 
the talk never stops for two 
hours, there is never a flagging of 
pace or interest. Don’t let 
anyone tell you this is ‘filmed 
theater,” that old saw of the 
philistines. You can’t take your 
eyes from Bates’ Butley — the 
man whose unbridled 
personality is simultaneously his 
undoing and his making.

The Arena is a female remake 
of the gladiator bits from 


Spartacus. Billed as “black 
slave, white slave — see wild 
women fight to the death,” it re- 


teams Pam Grier and Margaret 
Markov, co-stars of Black 
Mama, White Mama, a 
successful female remake of The 
Defiant Ones (and quite an 
improvement on the original). 
Now The Arena may not be an 
improvement on Spartacus, but 
it is a most auspicious theatrical 
debut for director Steve Carver, 
a young American Pasolini. The 
film is a Roger Corman-New 
World production. 

Pam Grier is Mamawi, a 
Nubian princess, and Margaret 
Markov is Bodicia, a Druid 
priestess. Together with 
maidens from other imperial 
colonies, they are captured by 
centurions, transported to 
Rome, and sold as slaves to 
Timarchus, impresario of a once 
popular gladiatorial arena whose 
patrons are currently 
complaining that it’s the same 
old blood and guts. The 
destruction of man has lost its 
thrill. 

Oddly, the destruction ot 
women as spectacle has gone 
untested. The potential of 
scullery maids ‘as gladiators is 
only discovered during a kitchen 
brawl occasioned by a’ racist 
remark the proud Mamawi seeks 
to avenge. Into the ring the girls 
are thrown, after a quick 
extension course in broadsword 
and trident — Pam did all her 


own stunt work — and their 
yngainly attempts at pugilistics 
at first amuse the jaded fans. 

But soon they are crying once 
more for blood, and Mamawi, 
convinced that victory in the 
arena is the avenue to freedom, 
determines to give them what 
they crave — blood, gore, guts, 
chiffon, chains, and hot leather. 

Her ‘‘every gladiatrix for 
herself”’ attitude brings her into 
conflict with the humorless, 
virginal, ideological Bodicia (*‘I 
feel pity for you who kill to 
please your master’’), and their 
inevitable duel takes on the 
added meaning of a battle 
between two conceptions of 
libertarian struggle. 

I like the Corringtons much 
better here as screenwriters than 
in their other liberal allegory, 
Battle for the Planet of the 
Apes. The Arena works where 
that script failed, undoubtedly 
because Carver’s direction 
avoids the easy camp laugh and 
goes for the intelligent 
metaphor, the beautiful 
composition, the puzzling 
ambiguities, the admirable 
lighting effects. 

Nothing artsy-fartsy here, 
though; The Arena is a cheap 
genre picture, and Pam’s as 
naked as she’s ever been. But 
The Arena proves once again, as 
if proof were needed, that the 
most exploitable here-today- 
gone-tomorrow genres — 
blaxploitation, westerns, 
soapers, crime pictures, sci-fi. 
and girl gang pictures alike — 
are the locus of really 
imaginative screen work in the 
underground of the commercial 
film industry.

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Told the Butler

I disrobe Mia Farrow in the 
film, that is, I remove her coat. 
As an extra I play a butler. The 
scene is the last big party where 
Daisy and crew enter Gatsby’s 
world. No wonder I look 
spontaneous: the master shot is 
. apparently the one used in the 
movie and it ends before it 
hardly begins. So why did we 
spend all evening shooting it? 


There must have been about 
20 takes of that same scene. It’s 
a long tracking shot but I figured 
they must have planned to 
intercut it with close-ups of the 
principals, otherwise what 
justified so may retakes of Mia 
hesitating at the portal in awe of 
the party? True, there were 
flubs. Mia stumbled once and a 
waiter opposite me grabbed for 
her. Fortunately a production 
assistant interposed fast enough 
to prevent a disguised 
bodyguard from kicking the 
waiter to the floor. Mia’s 
diamond cloche was reputed to 
be worth $200,000 and the squat 
“guest” tailing her was ready for 
anything. Anything that might 
endanger the cloche. 

The waiter was the only one 
on to the secret. I wondered why 
he kept raising his eyes 
heavenward everytime I snagged 
Mia’s coat in her cloche. I 
thought it was an elaborate fake 
— it sure looks it — and yanked 
it several times in my haste to 
remove a featherly strand from 
the coat’s plumed lining. But 
none of this satisfactorily 
explains that repetitive dusk-to- 
dawn ordeal. 

I was made a butler at the 
amused whim of the English 
wardrobe man, one of Clayton’s 
crew having a go at the stateside 
gullibles. A gnome-like Vogue 
photographer once was about to 
snap me talking with two guests 
when his distraught female 
assistant interrupted. “Wait! 
He’s just a butler,” she sneered. 
I’d be damned if I’d budge from 


the cumberbund jokers at my 
side who hadn’t even read the 
book. The photographer smiled, 
clicked and his sidekick stalked 
off. 


Auditions consisted of a four 
second once-over called a sight 
interview, preceeded by an 
instructional mimeograph. 
Welcome to our casting session. 
The period covered in our film 
“THE GREAT GATSBY” is 
1925 so obviously we must avoid 
a contemporary look among our 
“extras”. No one shall have a 
dark suntan. No one will be 
hired who must wear eyeglasses 
to see... eyeglass frames will not 
reflect the ‘‘period”.... Women 
must be willing to work without 
bras or girdles. Most of our 
“shooting” will be done at night. 


“Attention Fun Seekers! And 
welcome all you new arrivals. 
My, what a handsome group we 
have here tonight and what 
goodies we have in store for you! 
They’re not quite ready for us on 
the set so why don’t we resume 
reading where we left off in the 
script last night?’’ proposed the 
chief production assistant in the 
auditorium after everyone 
finished dressing. I grew uneasy 
listening to his monotone 
dramatization of Francis Ford 
Coppola’s opus: it sounded 
terribly sentimentalized. 
decided to try to get ahold of the 
script. 


On the set, those goodies in 
store for us proved to be endless 
re-takes of discarded scenes 
accompanied by a deafening 
Charleston soundtape and 
incessant barking from an 
assistant director: right 
folks! It’s morning almost! 
You’re supposed to be crocked 
by now! Talk! React!” Between 
takes an older waiter indicated a 
thin balding man beside the 
Panavision unit. “That’s Jack 
Clayton,” he observed. ‘‘We’re 
way. behind schedule and he’s 


mad as hell, but you'll never 
hear him raise his voice.” 


Perhaps only Clayton knows 
why the finished print includes 
the least rollicking Partygoer’s 
Fling in the Fountain, and 
excludes the livliest bits with 
the extras. We did often enjoy 
ourselves but you’ll just have to 
take my word for it; you’re not 
regaled with revelries. More 
understandable is the omission 
of Jordan and Nick’s Getaway 
scene. Lois Chiles was a cold fish 
on or off the set and seemed 
awfully put-upon by the whole 
boring thing. She was a laugh to 
most of the men beyond the 
camera’s range, who ribbed each 
other as she left the party, 
jumped in a Packard and tried 
to buzz off. She kept jerking 
clumsily at the door and killing 
the engine again and again. 


Sam Waterston let me read 
his script. It was dull indeed 
though I found the end 
poignant: following Nick’s final 
speech the green dock light 
across the bay blanks out 
forever. Thus the biggest shock 
for me is the film’s end: the 
speech is altered, Nick leaves, 
the light shines on and we jump 
cut to the Buchanan’s European 
departure with the list of credits 
to “Ain’t We Got 

un.” 


The first night I cornered the 
wardrobe man, the one who 
decided I looked more like My 
Man Godfrey than Gatsby 
material. How do you think this 
film will turn out? I asked He 
said it would probably be good 
but unpopular with Americans.

The first thing one wants to 
know about Peter Frampton is 
why he isn’t more successful, 
why a Boston fan must drive to 
Kingston, Rhode Island, to see 
him during his current tour. 
Frampton brought along his 
keyboard player, fellow Herd 
member and solo artist Andy 
Bown, an even unluckier fellow. 
Bown, despite his merit, has 
been dropped by his American 
label Mercury, and for 
stimulation and presumably 
bread has allowed himself to be 
relegated strictly to the role of 
back-up musician. Except for 
my concern for Bown, I was 
thrilled to have an evening's 
worth of Frampton. 

The venue for the March 17 
show was a modest-sized hall in 
the Student Union of the 
University of Rhode Island. 
‘Belying the omen of his latest 
album, Somethin’s Happening 
(A&M SP3619), Frampton’s 
slender frame seized control of 
the stage with an authority 
which was instantaneous and 
unmistakable. Frampton’s 
stagecraft was fully learned by 
the time he left Humble Pie; 
giving up what would have been 
safest is what has led him to his 
current commercial straits. He 
carried himself the way lead 
guitarists are supposed to, which 
is the minor point, for when 
Peter took a solo, his legs bent, 
his knees knocked together, his 
jaw went slack and his eyes 
glazed. This could be no act, 
because during it Frampton was 


unwinding often knotty but 
always silken leads which no one 
had ever heard before, leads 
fashioned on the spot. The 
excitement of these risks was 
only exceeded by the 
judiciousness they finally 
proved to possess. 


“Plain Shame,” the opening 
number, set the pattern for a set 
which was built on uptempo 
numbers and geared towards 
crowd-pleasing. The most 
riveting song, “Lines on My 
Face,’’ was the show’s least 
typical. It is impassioned, yet 
restrained, and addresses the 
break-up of his marriage. The 
solo here was the evening’s most 
shattering. Always his solos 
work their judo on their 
opponents songs. With military 
precision and no warning they 
sidestep the melodic offensive, 
forming graceful arabesques at 
every turn. This caginess is 
matched by a_ singing, 
penetrating tone and a rhythmic 
confidence and clarity which is 
thoroughly rock. Frampton 
today has hit upon one of those 
deep wells musicians can, for 
varying times, draw from. His 
wish to play and his inspiration 
seem inexhaustible. The more 
he plays the more momentum he 
gathers. 


In one instance the 
temptation to simplify in 
performance took its aesthetic 
toll. ‘“‘The Lodger” on Wind of 
Change was impressive because 
Frampton saved his anger until 
the guitar solo — that was the 


real Peter Frampton talking, not 
the Peter Frampton for whom 
words were social baggage, and 
emasculated owing to that. Live, 
he went for the big dramatic 
effect of anger, while neglecting 
the more demanding dramatic 
burden of casting it in relief. In 
fact, Frampton is becoming so 
much the pure musician that he 
now has even less use for words. 
Each of the new album’s eight 
songs has a controlling idea 
which a lyrical phrase or two 
largely conveys, and then the 
rest of the lines are conveniently 
rhymed nonsense, jammed with 
incompatible metaphors. They 
advance the songs no less 
usefully but no more articulately 
than James Brown’s screams do 
his. Frampton’s growing 
disrespect for lyrics is consistent 
with but insignificant next to 
the production of Somethin’s 
Happening. The poorness of the 
recorded sound could not simply 
be a matter of technical 
ineptitude, since Frampton and 
Chris Kimsey immaculately 
produced and engineered, 
respectively, the previous two 
albums. The tracks as well do 
not seem fully arranged, 
whereas Wind of Change and 
Frampton’s Camel were 
carefully constructed and 
preconceived. What 
Somethin’s Happening really 
sounds like is a demo with 
overdubs. A telltale strummed 
acoustic guitar serves as the 
basic track on many of the 
songs, included as it must have

looked when the song was 
composed. (Most rock numbers 
are composed on an acoustic 
guitar, then reworked into 
arrangements.) 

Perhaps A&M wouldn’t give 
Frampton the money or the time 
to do a professional job. Perhaps 
after having done two 
thoroughly professional jobs and 
not reaping many rewards from 
them, he couldn’t see extending 
himself again. In any case, as he 
tells us in “I Wanna Go to the 
Sun,” “Music is my food in 
life.’” When Frampton gets 
frustrated, he turns to his guitar. 
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In almost every song, his 
instrument provides a constant 
running commentary. The 
guitar is no longer so much fitted 
into place, because the places 
themselves have not been built. 
Instead, the guitar runs 
everywhere, which is marvelous 
in its own right. All of the songs 
are good, and only provoke the 
guitar. Frampton plays with his 
vocals, tosses them off, then digs 
in for the lead. ‘Magic Moon,” a 
riff song, were it more intricately 
overdubbed and its rhythm 
tracks less soggy, would be a 
fitting candidate for Hendrix’s 
Cry of Love. Its modulations, 
and the zany, beautiful logic of 
its lead put it in that pantheon. 
Like every rained-on 
Englishman, Frampton wants to 
go to the sun, but this time 
Frampton means stardom as 
well by that. In the tune’s 
salient verse, he announces, “I 
want the world to see (I’m 
about)/I don’t care when it will 
be (there’s no doubt)/I wanna go 
to the sun...” Frampton’s is the 
dilemma of the pop star who 
renounces success in search of 
artistic fulfillment and after two 
lp’s of fulfillment and little else 
becomes anxious over his moral 
and material deprivations. 
Frampton’s adversities, I think, 
have given his playing a special 
keenness, but his Rhode Island 
show and his first two albums 
prove that Frampton doesn’t 
have to pay the price of choosing 
one or the other — that given 
half a chance, he can have both. 
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Ann Peebles with the Peach Fuzz Crowd

If my memory is correct, Ann 
Peebles’ week-long engagement 
at the Performance Center was 
the first major soul act to play 
for an almost exclusively white 
audience in Boston; this despite 
the fact that a driving, gritty 
soul record called “I Cant’s 
Stand the Rain”’ (a single that is 
just about to go over the million 
mark in sales after a prolonged 
chart life) was not a major hit in 
Boston and probably received 
more attention on WBCN than 
on WILD. Ann has had five 
years of consistent RB singles 
success on Willie Mitchell’s Hi 
label; “Rain” has become her 
signature, and its success 
elsewhere (particularly on the 
Coast) has caused more than a 
ripple uf excitement at her 
openings. In Boston, despite a 
massive p.r. blitz, her 
appearance lacked a lot of the 
anticipation and excitement 
she’s experienced in other cities, 
and certainly failed to match the 
glamour of Al Green’s opening at 
the Sugar Shack a year and a 
half ago. 


The staggering success of 
Green in both white and black 
markets has drawn a lot of 
attention to the other Hi acts, 
and (although Ann doesn’t need 
Al Green’s name as an 
introduction or addendum to 
anything) there’s not much 
doubt that Mitchell is grooming 
Ann as Green’s female 
counterpart. 

A lot of the fuss over Ann has 
to do with her uncompromising, 
earthy approach to singing 
which comes at a time when 
Aretha Franklin is evolving 
away from the blues toward a 
black easy-listening approach, 
Etta James’ (Ann’s idol as a 
teenager) “comeback” seems to 
have aborted and Millie 
Jackson, Denise LaSalle, Betty, 
Wright et. al. lack the consistent 
singles sales and album quality 
necessary to stay out front. 


She grew up singing spirituals 
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in St. Louis; a trip, to Memphis 
and a chance meeting with 
Willie Mitchell at a club where 
his band was playing resulted in 
her signing a contract with Hi in 
1968. It wasn’t until 1970 that 
she had her first hit, a bedrock, 
uptempo rocker called “Part 
Time Love,” that had me 
wondering where she had been 
hiding. From that point she 
became one of my favorite 
female vocalists, producing an 
unerring string of great singles 
and culminating in the release of 
the Straight From The Heart 
album in 1972. 


At her opening at the 
Troubadour in Los Angeles Ann 
was backed by the murderous Hi 
studio band, including the 
Memphis horns. At the 
Performance Center, despite 
rumors of heavyweight 
presences, only killer guitarist 
Teenie Hodges was there to 
direct things. Despite Teenie’s 
presence the band (Peebles 
Unlimited) never seemed to get 
untracked on either of the two 
nights I was there, due to a 
combination of miking 
problems, monotonous 
arrangements and overplaying. 

Monday night she came out 
dressed in tall platforms and a 
starred hot pants outfit, 
carrying an umbrella ‘“‘so while 
it may be raining on the outside 
against my window pane, it’s 
going to be warm up in here.” It 
was the type of good-humored 
tackiness (like the days at the 
Uptown, with the Intruders 
coming out to sing ““Cowboys To 
Girls” in cowboy outfits or 
Edwin Starr doing “Double O 
Soul” in trench coat, sunglasses 
and toy machine gun) that you 
don’t see anymore at soul shows, 
and while its effect was lost on 
the peach-fuzz, cherubic 
audience, it gave promise of 
things to come. 

The word had been that Ann, 
who is really frail-looking in 
person (“99 pounds of natural

born goodness” as she says in 
her song), was reserved on stage, 
but Mitchell and husband Don 
Bryant have been working on 
her show, and her aggressive 
stage personality was more than 
a little surprising. She sang ali 
my favorite Ann Peebles songs, 
including “Feel Like Breaking 
Up Somebody’s Home,” 
“Part Time Love” and even her 


first single, “Walk Away,” but 
she used little of the vocal 
subtlety that made her records 
so great, substituting a 
shouting, older blues style. She 
also had severe laryngitis all 
week, and by Wednesday it had 
noticeably affected her singing 
on stage. It was only the second 
time in my life I’ve seen an RB 


act play a white audience (the 


other was a Four Tops show six 
years ago), and the incongruities 
proved to be too much. Ann 
asked for the type of call and 
response help on “I’m Gonna 
Tear Your Playhouse Down” 
that would naturally provoke a 
different audience, but she was 
rewarded for her efforts with 
uncomfortable silences. 

There were, in fact, a lot of 
disturbing aspects about the live 
show, but the potential is there, 
just as it was with Al Green two 
years ago. It will be worth the 
wait. 

A final word about an album 
by a woman who was never given 
the sympathetic studio or p.r. 
treatment that Ann Peebles is 
receiving. This is a woman who 
possessed one of the most 
frighteningly desperate voices 
I’ve ever heard, and who died in 
1972 (heroin overdose or insulin 
shock, choose one) while what 
turned out to be her biggest hit, 
“Your Precious Love,’’ was 
making its way up the charts. 
Linda Jones’ career spanned five 
years and touched on three 
labels, and if there is such a 
thing as an RB underground, 
Linda was in its basement. 
Linda Jones Greatest Hits 
(Turbo) has quietly appeared, 
complete with the terrible 
pressings that Turbo-All 
Platinum (Sylvia and the 
Moments) is known for. The 
band on these recordings (1970- 
72), shakey at best, provides 
only minimal accompaniment; 
as she had throughout her short 
career Linda somehow 
overcomes the raunchy, second 
rate atmosphere of the sessions 
to give us songs wracked with 
the type of despair that no singer 
I’ve ever heard, except perhaps 
Billie Holiday, has ever come 
close to matching. There’s only 
eight songs on the album, and 
two of them aren’t even very 
good. It’s not the type of music 
that you play often. It wouldn’t 


. be healthy. 
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Paul Simon in Concert: 


RHY MIN’ (Columbia PC 32855 ) 


Paul Simon, in this recording 
of his last year’s concert tour, 
successfully avoids the feeling of 
dispirited rehash endemic to 
most concert albums. The post- 
psychiatric Simon obviously has 
come to truly enjoy performing 
and remains proud of even his 
earliest songs. Fortunately, that 
is well-transmitted here in a 
record with the winning air of 
honesty and intimacy that has 
always been Simon’s strength. 

The 11 songs are a 
representative sampling of 
Simon’s New York folk/ rock/ 
Latin/ reggae/ gospel 
eclecticism, done up 
thoughtfully in new 
arrangements that revive even 
long-ago sounds of silence. 

Since his split with Art 
Garfunkel, Simon, either from 
inner security or a sense of his 
own limitations, has found 
accompaniment from many of 
the originators of sounds which 
have influenced him. This 
concert recording accordingly 
features South American 
flautists and percussionists 
Urubamba and the Jessy Dixon 
Singers, the youngest and 
jazziest of the many powerful 
Chicago black gospel choirs. 
Simon, pianist Dixon (the 
Marvin Gaye of gospel) and 
troupe breathe rollicking new 
life into “Mother and Child 
Reunion’’ and renew the 
emotional depths of “Bridge 
Over Troubled Waters’’ and 
“Sounds of Silence.’’ The 
strange combination of 
Brazilian flute and Elizabethan 
modalities works effectively in 
the Simon ballad of “‘Duncan,” 
the Maritime man who works 


his way to ‘‘sweet New 
England.” 

To his special credit, Simon 
retires to the wings as the Dixon 
Singers appear alone on ‘Jesus 
is the Answer,’’ whose 
tumultuous reception is proof 
that ne audience can resist 
gospel once exposed to it. 
(Check out Dixon’s own discs on 
Savoy or Hob). And, lest it be 
forgotten, Simon remains a deft 
instrumentalist, carrying the 
rhythmically intricate “‘Me and 
Julio” with his guitar. Thanks, 
too, to Simon for reviving as his 
encore ‘‘America,” a_lesser- 
known composition that 
remains the best anthem penned 
for the knapsack and thumb 
ethic that took lots of us around 
America. There may not be 
quite so many cars to count on 
the New Jersey Turnpike, but 
we continue to look for America. 
It’s good to find Paul Simon 
alive, well and remaining in the 
search.

Louis Armstrong/ Bobby 
Hackett/ Buck Clayton: TOOTIN’ 
THROUGH THE ROOF; 
VOLUME 2 (Onyx ORI 213) 
Lester Young: PREZ IN EUROPE 
(Onyx ORI 218) 


A wide span of years separates 
us from the discoveries of Louis 
‘‘Satchmo’’ Armstrong and 
Lester ‘Pres’ (or Prez) Young 
and, at least in Armstrong’s 
case, an even larger group of 
musicians who have made use of 
these discoveries. Age and 
changing style has made the 
context of these performances 
commonplace, but not trite. The 
towering presences of Armstrong 
and Young, two of this century’s 
supreme musical forces, have 
not crumbled. They can be 
heard; all it takes is a pair of 
open ears. 

Volume 2 of Onyx’s Tootin’ 
Through the Roof (the first 
volume was largely a dud) has 
an entire side of Armstrong. 
Recorded in Paris in 1934 with 
the best band available, Satch is 
captured at his technical peak, 
darting (with trumpet and 
voice) all over the music and 
tossing off high C’s as easily as 
he might laugh. There are a 
couple of tracks here that are 


marvelous total conceptions 
(“Song of the Vipers” and the 
two-part “Sunny Side of the 
Street’), but the essence of 
Louis’ melodic-rhythmic genius 
is captured, for me, in just a few 
bars — the first break and what 
follows in his closing. selo on 
“Super Tiger Rag.” The second 
side of the album has two of the 
best Armstrong disciples 
recorded eleven years later. 
Clayton, the mainstay of Basie’s 
trumpet section, has a 
particularly fine group including 
Teddy Wilson and Flip Phillips. 

The Lester Young recording 
contains previously unissued 
tapes of two European concerts. 
On a downslide that led to his 
death in early 1959, Pres is 
several years removed from his 
creative peak (Dan 
Morgenstern’s liner notes, an 
insistent defense of post-war 
Pres, protest too much). The 
brilliant asymmetry of his early 
work is noticeably absent, with 
most of the ideas forming in 
conventional four and eight-bar 
phrases. What remained were 
Pres’ nonpareil sense of the 
melodic and his uncanny power 
of relaxation. In nine minutes of 
blues choruses of ‘‘Lester’s 
European Blues”’ there isn’t one 
instant of strain. ‘““These Foolish 
Things” and ‘Polka Dots and 
Moonbeams,” two of Young’s 
favorite ballads, are further 
proof that soul need not be 
equated with sweat. 

When the reissues pour forth, 
as they do these days, our first 
tendency is to investigate 
players with some contemporary 
identification, and the older 
masters (who often recorded too 
early for the now-active labels) 
are overlooked. By all means 
check out Miles, Trane, Sonny, 
Monk and the rest on Prestige 
and Milestone, but don’t ignore 
Armstrong and Young on Onyx 
— they’re the foundation on 
which the later musical edifices 
stand.

Al Wilson: SHOW AND TELL 
(Rocky Road Records RR 3601 ) 


Al Wilson’s “Show and Tell” 
was for me, one of the most 
pleasant AM hits in a long time, 
and surprisingly, it sounds even 
better on the album than it does 
on the car radio. I liked the song 
itself, and thought the band was 
solid and tasteful, but I was 
particularly impressed by 
Wilson’s performance. He 


managed to use the limits and 
structures of the arrangement so 
that we had the feeling that he 
was restraining himself, and 
that he had a lot of power still on 
tap. His overall stance was 
relaxed, yet self-assured and 
forceful. 


The album is a 
straightforward, slick 
presentation of eleven songs, 
ranging from near-funk to 
orchestrated production 
numbers. Producer Jerry Fuller 
and arranger H.B. Barnum seem 
to be the men in charge here, 
having written six of the tunes. 
Their songs (including “Show 
and Tell,”’ and its carbon copy 
“Touch and Go’’) are pretty 
much formula pieces. 


The arrangements are pretty 
drab and very derivative. The 
sources are plain as day: the 
drummer often sounds like Ear! 
Young (of the “Philly Sound’’): 


the horns, particularly on 
“What You See’ sound like 
Jerry Ragovoy; on 
‘‘Moonlightin’,’’ there are 
spoken interjections, like 
“Shaft”; on “My Song,” the 
band stops to ‘‘give the 


drummer some.” The low point 
of the record is a hokey ‘‘stoned 
soul’’ monologue, in the 
introduction to Leon Russel’s ‘A 
Song for You,” that would 
probably make even Barry 
White giggle. By contrast, I 
think that “Show and Tell’ 
succeeds because of its 
simplicity, because all the 
“tricks” were left out. 

Specific mistakes aside, the 
general problem is a lack of 
enthusiasm, or feeling for the 
project at hand, which makes 
this record feel like a “product”’ 
straight out of the music factory. 
Even Wilson’s singing could 
stand an extra dose of 
conviction, to complement his 
superb technique. 

Which leads me to the 
outstanding feature of the 
album — Wilson’s singing. He 
seems to have a reservoir of 
vocal strength, and is always on 


_ top of the material. At times he 


seems a little too polished, or a 
bit too forceful, but he shows a 
good deal of responsiveness to 
the material. His range of styles 
is impressive, and he can 
comfortably sound either 
mellow or harsh. A friend of 
mine who once backed him up is 
of the opinion that the album 
barely touches on his ability. I 
can easily imagine it to be true, 


and hope that we can hear a bit 
more of it next time around.

The Southland Stingers: PALM 
LEAF RAG (Angel $-36074) 


At the risk of sounding like an 
outdated fogie who can't 
appreciate an old tune sung a 
new way, I have to register a 
protest against the orchestration 
of Scott Joplin’s rags. The 
newest example of the tortuous 
route Joplin tunes have to take 
between the original piano 
composition and _ the 
arrangement for orchestra is this 
album, recorded by the 
Southland Stingers with Ralph 
Grierson at the piano, and with 
George Sponhaltz holding both 
the pencil and the baton. Palm 
Leaf Rag (and other rags and 
waltzes) is a kind of follow-up to 
the Red Back Book Collection 
whose major claim to fame is the 
fact that it includes rags that 
have never ben recorded before 
in orchestrated form. 

The rags that fare best here 
are ‘‘Solace’’ (a Mexican 
serenade) which is successfully 
jazzed up with castanets, and 
“The Favorite,” which, unlike 
most Joplin rags, lends itself 
quite easily to arrangement for 
instruments other than piano. 
Casualties in this form are, 
notably, the purest rhythmatic 
rags whose complicated nature 
is ill-served, turned into a garble 
of boom de boom de booms and 
da de da de tums between the 
trumpets and tubas and drums. 
It’s not ragtime; it’s confusion. 

The most interesting sounds 
come when the flute and piccolo 
take over for the piano. The 
difference between the real thing 
and its embellished form 
becomes glaringly clear when 
the piano is allowed its solo 
interpretation of the rags. Those 
few short moments sound the 
purest, loveliest rendering of 
Joplin’s music. 

Sponhaltz has discovered a 
most acceptable orchestrated 
form for “Gladiolus Rag,” with 
the piccolo windily sliding its 
way through the melody and the 
piano picking up the bass 
chords. Yet here again, when the 
piano comes through alone and 
the orchestra takes a breather 
you begin to wish they would 
take a nap, go for a walk, or do 
anything that might keep them 
from disturbing Grierson’s 
concentration.

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Theatre: The Art Hopeless Optimism

SEVEN MEDITATIONS ON 
POLITICAL SADO-MAS.- 
CHISM. The Living theatre 


Collective, at the Charles Street 
Meeting House. Closed. 


The Living Theatre is, as 
nearly as we could have it, an 
avatar of medieval religious 
drama. A thousand years ago, 
the monks of St. Gall created 
didactic drama when they acted 
out. for the first time the trope 
about the three Marys visiting 
the sepulchre of the risen Christ. 
The monks thought they were 
embellishing theology, but we 


remember them for creating 
drama out of ritual. Depsite the 
Living Theatre’s political 
message, no less intense or 
committed than the religious 
message of the Middle Ages, 
they too will be remembered for 
the same thing. 

To a non-believer, the Living 
Theatre’s solutions for the 
horrors and inequities of this 
world are no- more 
encompassable nor less naive 
than those of the Church. 
Perhaps that is why one must 
admire them: it is hopeless 
optimism transformed into art, 
with passion, simplicity, and 


goodness as the attendant 
handmaidens. When I see 
something like Seven 
Meditations at the Charles 
Street Meetinghouse, I think of 
how close the Living Theatre is 
to those monks of the St. Gall 
monastery, and of how happy 
this company would have been, 
in another time, acting out 
man’s Fall and Redemption of 
the pageant wagons of medieval 
Europe. 

I’m neither a Christian nor an 
anarchist, by the way, so I hope 
you'll belive me when I say that 
the Living Theatre moved me 
very much apart from anything 


specific they were preaching. I 
like their esthetic seriousness, 
their dramatic instinct when 
introducing movement like a 
thunderclap in the midst of 
stasis, the earnestness of their 
belief which lends earnestness to 
their bodies in tableau, the 
incredible restraint with which 
they can make textual passages 
filled with four-letter words 
sound human and sorrowful 
instead of obscene. 

The Living Theatre preaches 
only to the converted (they are 
resigned to this), but they 
provide theater for the rest of us, 
irrelevant as this might seem to 


them, and it is often beautiful. I 
think, too, that “the rest of us” 
is the vast majority, and I, for 
one, would be happy to support 
any goodwilled didactic theater 
that did beautiful and 
provocative things with words 
and movement. As I watched 
them enacting their message 
around the large circular map of 
the world on the floor of the 
Charles Street Meetinghouse, I 
thought for a second — only a 
second — of how little, 
substantively, the Living 
Theatre had to say to me. But 
then I continued watching. And 
I wasn’t bored.

The worst and the best of Tom 
Stoppard can be seen in one 
evening at the Colonial Theatre 
this week, and the best is very 
much worth seeing. I’ve seen 
both of these plays three times, 
and find the curtain-raiser, 
After Magritte, an unbearably 
tedious little charade that is, at 
best, of some historical interest; 
it contains the seeds of the chop- 
logic surrealism that Stoppard 
was later to infuse with life, 
form, and genuine wit in the 
plays that followed. I first saw 
After Magritte some years ago in 
New York, also under the 
direction of Joseph Hardy, but it 
seemed to me that the cast then 
were enjoying themselves more. 
In the current production 
everyone seemed monotonic and | 
lifeless, and I became convinced

that they thought as little of the 
play as I did. 

The Real Inspector Hound is, 
on the other hand, a pure 
delight, and the actors — every 
one — seem transformed by it. 
Stoppard has always been fond 
of the theatrical conceit of a 
bystander to events suddenly 
becoming an integral part of 
those events. In Rosencrantz 
and Guildenstern Are Dead two 
minor characters already within 
the play, Hamlet, begin to take 
on a life — and a death — of 
their own; in After Magritte the 
Police Inspector unwittingly 


to the mystery; and in The Real 
Inspector Hound two drama 
critics, sitting in a box on stage, 
suddenly discover that they are 
very much at the center of the 
play they’re watching. 


What makes Hound a better 
play than After Magritte is the 
hilarious spoofing of British 
country-house mystery plays 
against which the melding of 
illusion and reality takes place. 
Stoppard has a superb ear for 
cliche, and this serves him 
brilliantly in drawing laughs 


profundities as well as from the 
anticipated dramatic 
conventions of an Agatha 
Christie thriller. Watching the 
play-within-a-play unfold before 
the critics become involved is 
funny enough, but the moment 
at which the perfect logic of 
absurdity finally takes over is 
utterly hilarious. It’s hard for me 
to imagine anyone not laughing 
with pleasure and delight once 
the wrong people start 


Robert Vaughn creates an 
amusing characterization of a 
second-string critic through 
economical and telling gesture 
as well as an intelligent reading 
of Stoppard’ 8 ubiquitous 
variations on ‘categories’; the 
author is nothing if not copious, 
whether delineating the 
symbolic possibilities of literary 
interpretation or cataloguing the 
varieties of after-dinner 
chocolates.

Dance: An Interview with Twyla Tharp 


By Amanda Smith 
Last season a dance called 
‘**‘Deuce Coupe’’ — that 


innovative blend of modern 
dance and ballet set to music by 
the Beach Boys — set the New 
York dance world on fire with 
praise and sometimes 
controversy. It was an enormous 
popular success and the name of 
the choreographer, Twyla 
Tharp, became known to a 
general public. 


Twyla is coming — again! 
Twyla Tharp and members of 
her company return to the 
Boston area on Tuesday, April 9, 
for an informal performance as 
part of the avant-garde Five 
Evening Series at the Musuem 
of Fine Arts. Performance time 
is 7:30 in the Lecture Hall. 


But the Twyla Tharp I met 
over dinner in Williamstown, 
Massachusetts a few weeks ago 
was clearly worried and 
burdened by the financial 
problems of keeping her modern 
company together and having 
enough time to create new 
dances. And she was injured — a 
ligament torn almost two 
months before had not yet 
healed — and so she was not 
performing during the 
company’s half-week residency 
at Williams College. 

The Boston Phoenix: ] thought 
the audience at Brandeis in 
January rather cold and 
unresponsive. Was that a 
problem for you? 

Twyla Tharp: Audiences aren’t 
any problem. In the beginning 
we used to make very nasty, 


difficult dances. At that time, 
the audience was something 
that we intended to set about 
antagonizing and to say to them 
that it’s really fucking hard to 
do this and you can’t 
understand it so why should we 
make any pretense at trying to 
please or educate you? It used to 
be that audiences were more a 
consideration really than they 
are now because we thought we 
were doing what we wanted and 
we thought that was going to 
antagonize the audience so we 
just disregarded them. Now we 
know that we can do what we 
want to do and it will please an 
audience and they will 
understand it to whatever 
degree they understand it and 
that’s just fine. ““The Fugue” is 
the last of the old dances. In 
fact, it was made, not to be 
performed, but to be a lecture- 
demonstration device that 
would illustrate certain 
techniques which is the same 
thing about “The Art of the 
Fugue.” 

TBP: What kind of problems did 
you encounter putting ‘Deuce 
Coupe” on a company not your 
own, that is the Joffrey Ballet? 
TT: Every dancer, first of all, 
has his or her own idea about 
what dancing is and in 
particular what they should look 
like. And just getting these 
people into a company is hard 
enough task, but then asking 
them as a group to change that 
notion about what dance is 
about is an uphill battle. And 
ultimately you see, I think the 
dancer does have responsibility 
for defining the overall range of 
dance. I do not say that dancers 


are told just to do what they’re 
told and shut up for the rest of 
the time. For a choreographer, it 
really takes a lot of trust. from 
dancers and the thing of course 
that my own company has that I 
can never get in another 
company is that trust.

TBP: Do you think you'll work 
mostly with just your own 
company now? 

TT: If I can afford to. 

TBP: How much of a problem is 
that now? 

TT: Horrid. Our first priority is 
to raise the salaries of dancers to 
a decent living income. In order 
to do that for six people it begins 


had a torn ligament. I tore a 
ligament two weeks before in 
Minneapolis and I danced for 
the next two and a half weeks 
and now it’s torn. It’s because I 
cannot buy the time to work 
decently. I tore it in rehearsal 
because I didn’t have the time to 
warm up because I hadn’t had 
the time for the last nine months 


to go to class. I mean it’s 
literally destructive. 

TBP: Why has the company 
started teaching at American 
University’s Wolf Trap 
Academy summer session in 
Washington? 

TT: Well, Wolf Trap is an 
exception to many rules. It has a 
wonderful sponsor there, a lady 
named Naomi Prevots, a very 
sympathetic woman, very 
energetic. Usually, someone 
running a so-called summer 
course in instruction for dance is 
really funnelling all their money 
into the performances that the 
so-called professional companies 
do when they come there. But 
Naomi really does concentrate 
on the kids’ educations. She 
thinks very seriously about what 
they’re taught and how they’re 
taught. I’m very interested in 
pedagogy. I mean teaching | 
could care less about, but the 
theory of teaching I’m very 
interested in, and Naomi sort of 
helps to remind me of that. I 
mean “The Art of the Fugue,” 
was really an instructional 
device as were the partitas and 
the inventions and the sinfonias. 
I think it’s really important for 
people to understand that 
teaching should be art as well,

It’s very 
different from Eric’s. But I think 
there’s something about Eric’s 
quality of grace and ease which 
in a strange way he has to pound 
and hammer at so hard that it 
becomes kind of iron-clad, but 
the notion of it is very nice. I 
mean, okay, everybody else 
talks about control and then 
Eric talks about what’s on the 
other side of control. And that’s 
nice. 

I think that I learned certain 
things from Eric that are very 
important to me. I think that 
he’s a very underrated 
choreographer in lots of ways. I 
don’t mean by the public but I 
mean by sort of avant-garde 
reputation because I feel that 
he’s had a much greater 
influence than people allow for. 
TBP: What about some of your 
company members? Where did 
you find them? What kind of 
backgrounds did they come 
from? How long does it take for 
you to really work somebody 
into the fabric of the company? 
TT: Margaret Jenkins was the 
first dancer I ever worked with. 
Sara Hudner was a friend of 
Margie’s. They lived in the same 
building, I guess, and we 
decided we needed to have the 
possibilities of three voices 
instead of only two. Sara came 
and she started working and 
there was no working her in 
because she was already in. 
That was not a problem. She 
had had a few dancing classes 
when she was a kid but her 
dancing school teacher had 
moved her out to the garage — it 
had flooded, or something like 
that — and then she didn’t have 
any more classes until she went 
to Barnard. And when she was 
at Barnard, I guess her freshman 
year or something, she started 
taking dance in P.E. and that 
was that. Sara’s an exception to 


every rule. I mean she did not 
start really dancing ’til she was 
in college. And when she got out 
of school, I think she worked 
with Paul Sanasardo for a brief 
period of time and that was 
about it. 

TBP: She’s been with you 
longest of anyone in the current 
company? 

TT: Right. Since ’66. 

Rose had danced with the 
Pennsylvania Ballet Company. 
She started when she was 14 and 
worked with that company 
professionally until she was 17 or 
18. She came to the city and had 
wanted to continue her career 
professionally and after going 
around for about eight or nine 
months, had come to the 
conclusion that she was, in fact, 
too tall. Choreographers had 
been interested in Rose but 
always in the last analysis, had 
stuck her up against a man and 
said she was taller. Rose is big 
on Women Lib. So she started to 
work with us. Margie Jenkins 
left the company after that 
European tour we did in ’67 and 
that left Sara, myself, and then 
Theresa Dickinson and Marjorié 
Tuppling. Theresa had a very 
good eye for dancers and we all 
were taking the same ballet 
class, which is to say Richard 
Thomas’s class, and Rose was 
there and we were all very struck 
with Rose because she was so 
strange. He also had another girl 


_ in class that was almost as big as 


Rose and the two of them always 
worked together and to us — 
Theresa’s about, say, call it 3’1” 
and I’m about, call it 4’2” — 
here were these girls who were 
like mountains and they were 
terrific. But beyond that Rose 
obviously had disciplined herself 
and she understood about 
cleanliness. I mean she was 
really a clean dancer, which 
always implies a logical mind, 


which I always like. And so after 
a while we asked her if she 
wanted to join the group and she 
worked: first in ‘‘Group 
Activities” and then she’s been 
in everything since then and it 
took Rose, after having had 
already four years of 
professional performing 
experience about two years to 
get to the point where she was 
comfortable and it was clear 
visually that she was 
comfortable. Ken Rinker within 
the last six months has come to 
that same point. “Bix” was the 
first thing Ken was in, so that 
was the end of ’71. He’s 
enormously gifted. I saw him in 
the Cunningham studio. I used 
to sneak around in Merce’s 
studio and Merce would see me 
coming and I would hide behind 
the door and I’d be looking 
through the crack and Merce 
would sneak up behind me 
because he’s very good at 
sneaking around and he’d say, 
“Oh, you might as well go in.” 
So I would go in and I saw Ken. 
Ken was on scholarship at the 
Cunningham studio but it didn’t 
seem as though he was going to 
be taken into the company 
because he was too short. It was 
clear that Ken was going to be a 
very good dancer. Okay, so he’s 
shorter than Rose, but Rose is 
tall, but what do I know about 
anything? The height people are 
supposed to be? So I said sure, 
He’s going to be a good dancer. 
He’s become a phenomenal 
dancer. I mean the Rags was sort 
of reconstructed for him. Ken 
has been put into all the male 
parts and it all kind of pivots 
around him and it’s very nice. 
TBP: What direction are you 
going in now? 

TT: Just trying to find a way to 
work. The expenses in New York 
are out of sight. New York is just 
doing itself out of the artist 


business because young people 


can’t afford to come up to New 


. York any more. Those people 


will still hold on believing that’s 
where you have to make it and | 
think it’s still true to some 
extent but things are happening 
other places. And it’s not worth 
it. 


Twyla Tharp: Too Little Time 


TBP: So you could very happily 
go off from New York and 
create? 

TT: Listen, I very happily went 
off to a farm that was about four 
hours north of the city and 
worked there for almost a year. I 
did the “The One Hundreds” 
there. I can work very well 
outside of New York City. 
That’s no problem for me. The 
problem is that the dancers are 
rooted there and I suppose to 
some extent I am too now. But 
that has nothing to do with art 
or dance. That has to do with 
where you’ve been living for the 
last five or six years. 

TBP: How long do you rehearse 
them? 

TT: In the old days when we 
couldn’t afford to live but we 
could afford to work, I used to 


“that we can ‘afford to live but 


can’t afford to work, we have a 
hard time stealing an hour and a 
half a day for a new piece. The 
rest of the time we have to go 
rehearse repertory or do this or 
that in preparation for some 
kind of touring or something. I 
don’t know quite why the 
touring criterion developed. It’s 
at least as old as court 
entertainers and all that kind of 
stuff where people are paid to 
display themselves. In the early 
work we were rebelling against 
that esthetically. And now I 
think we’re rebelling against it: 
pragmatically. And we are 
saying that unless we can find a 
way of sustaining ourselves on 
some basis other than display, a 
work that we have done — in 
other words, that we can support 
ourselves in doing the work that 
we do — we can’t do it. One 
thing we’ve started doing this 
year is open rehearsals in lieu of 
so-called lecture-demon- 
strations. Lecture- 
demonstrations is a form where 
you present materials you’ve 
rehearsed and developed and so 
on and so forth. Open rehearsal 
means you are doing what you 

would be doing except people 
are watching. And those have 
been very successful. People 
have felt that they really saw the 

company in a way which was 

expansive and very interesting 

and that was very rewarding for 

us. Fine, that we could do what 

we thought was really important 

for us to be doing and still get 

paid for it. That we didn’t have 

to slow down or back up. 

Because, in essence, I think after 

a certain point when you start 

presenting old repertory you’re 

backing up and that’s a bitter 

pill to swallow, to support 

yourself by backing up, not by 

going forward or even standing 

still.
